MEASURES TO AID PEASANTS 


: 


Partial Local Self-Government to be 
Established—The Decree Hailed 
as Proclaiming a New Era. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 12.—The Czar 

has issued a decree providing for freedom 
of religion throughout his dominions, estab- 
lishing to some degree local self-govern- 
ment, and making other concessions to the 
Village Committees. . 
“The ‘decree, which was issued to-day in 
commemoration of the anniversary of the 
birthédey of Alexander III., is considered 
to be the most significant act of state since 
the emancipation of the serfs. 

The text of the decree is as follows: 

“On ascending the throne of our an- 
westors by the Providence of God we maie 
a solemn vow. before the Almighty and 
evr conscience aacredly to guard the cent- 
Uries-ol¢ pillars. of Russian power and to 
dedicate our life to the service of our he- 
loved fatherland in indefatigable solicitude 
for our subjects. We chose, in order to 
assure the well-being of our people, the 
“way indicated by the memorable deeds of 
our predecessors, especially our never-to- 
be-fargotten father. God pleased to in- 
terrupt the deeds of our father by his 
early death, and thus Jaid on us the sacred 
duty -ef completing fhe consolidation of 
order and truth begun by him in tonform- 
ity with the exigenciés of national life. 

“The troubles ‘agitating our country, 
which to oir deep regret have partly been 
sown by designs hostile to ‘the State and 
partly engendered by doctrines foreign to 
Russian life, hinder the general work of 
ameliofating the well-being of our people. 
These troubles confuse the public mind, 
remove the people from productive labor, 
and often ruin families dear to our heart 
and young energies, among high and Jow, 
necessary to the internal development of 
the country. 

“In demanding the fulfillment of this our 
will, while remaining strongly opposed to 
any violation of the normal course of na- 
tional life and having confidence that all 
will loyally discharge their local duties, 
we are irrevocably decided to satisfy the 
feeds for which the State has become ripe, 
end have deemed it expedient to strengthen 
fnd decreethe undeyiating observance of 
the principles of tolerance laid down by the 
fundamental laws of the Russian Empire, 

ich, recognizing the Orthodox Church 
as the ruling. one, grant to all our subjects 


ier réligions and to all foreign per- 
zs mn irecdoni of creed and worship 
accordance with other rites. And we are 
further resolved to continue the active car- 
rying out of measures for the improve- 
ment of the material position of the Ortho- 
gox rural clergy. while enabling them to 
take a iarger share in intellectual and 
public life.

But, the correspondent says, the court- 
ly phrases of the North German Gazette, 
which talks of “ the Czar’s sublime con- 


ception of duty,” and the Berlin Post's | 
reference to his Majesty’s God-fearing | 
sentiments and his championship of the | 


moral foundations of life, are not echoed 
in the Liberal press, which regards the 
manifesto critically in its social and po- 
litical aspects. 

The Liberal papers take note of the 
growth of the progressive policy favored 
by M. de Witte, contrasting it with the 
reactionary tendencies of M. de Plehve, 
but they say that the language of the 
manifesto verges on timidity, and that it 
shows there will be no sudden changes. 

It is declared by the Liberal newspa- 
pers that the institution of the commu- 
nity of village property, which is the 
root of all the evil in Russia, is un- 
touched, but that, though the Czar can- 
not make a bargain with Radicalism, the 
party of progress is strengthened, and 
there is no danger that it will be driven 
by despair into the arms of the revolu- 
tionaries. 


THE INQUIRY COMMITTEES. 


How M. de Plehvye, the Minister of the 
Interior, Tried to Hamper Them. 


The system under which the committees 
formed by the Czar’s order some time ago 
for the purpose of examining into the needs 
of the Russian peasantry are to present 
theif conclusions is ah elaborate one. The 


work..tas..by this, time.passed from the 
local to the provincial rqmmitteés, which, 
presided over by the Préyincial Governors, 
are now examining the niaterial submitted 
to them by the village bodies. The provin- 
cial committees in turn will draw up re- 
ports which are to be submitted to the cen- 
tral committee, of which M de Witte, the 
Minister of Finance, and a man regarded 
as the strongest statesman in Russia, is 
Chairman. 

The Czar’s edict will be regarded as 4 
great victory for such of his counselors as 
possess liberal ideas, and as a corresponding 
defeat for the reactionaries among them, 
of whom M. de Plehve, the Minister of the 
Interior, is the most prominent. It was 
this Minister who attempted, by every 
means in his power, to prevent the local 
committees from making recommendations 
on, or even discussing, political questions, 
though of course these questions cannot be 
disassociated from any inquiry into means 
to improve the condition of the people. 

Many of the committees ignored M. de 
Plehve's representations and threats, with 
the result that members of some of these 
bodies are now in prison. 

Almost every report that has been sent 
from Russia in regard to the probable re- 
sults of the work of the committees has 


been dispreved by the news from St. Peters- 
burg published to-day. As late as Feb. 28, 
a letter from “a well-known and influen- 
tial nobleman,” printed in The} London 
Times, said: 

**M. de Plehve has given strict orders (of 
course confidentially) to all the Gover- 
nors to cause the committees to give the 
most innocent and empty replies to the 
points submitted to them, to prevent the 
discussion of any serious or tar-reaching 
uestions, and on no account to permit 
the discussion in the provincial committees 
of such recommendations of the local com- 
mittees as the Minister of the Interior 
regards as ‘ Liberal’ and therefore unde- 
sirable. M, de Plehve has succeeded in dis- 
crediting in the Emperor's eyes the work 
of the district_ committees. These com- 
mittees * * * Yncluded a number of en- 
lightened and independent men, so that 
many local committees took their work 
very seriously, went to the root of the ques- 
tion, and demanded reforms which they 
considered necessary for the country, with- 
out which in their opinion there could be 
no improvement in the state of agricul- 
ture. 

“The Minister of the Interior regards 
these reforms as ‘ Liberal’ and therefore as 
objectionable. He has succeeded in per- 
suading his Majesty that such committees 
are in the minority, that there are very 
few of them, that they have acted under 
the influence of the few incorrigible and ir- 
responsible Liberals, that there is nothing 
serious in it all, and that the provincial 
committees representing the more respon- 
sible elements in the provinces will not 
give expression to such opinions,

ALBANY, March 12.—The political aspect 
of the Senatorial and Assembly caucuses 

held here Tuesday night and last night, 
respectively, absorbed the attention of the 

| legislators to-day. To those who are in- 
terested in State politics the caucuses seem 
to have had a far-reaching significance. 

It is generally admitted that Gov. Odell 
| dominated both caucuses completely. It 
now seems that he was able to do so, not 
because of any understanding with Sen- 
ator Platt, but utterly regardless of him. 
The impression which prevails among the 
| politicians here is that as a result of his 
| achievements in the past two days Gov. 
Odell is now the absolute master of the po- 
litical situation in the State. 

The belief is that the Platt men have 
recognized that they could no longer post- 
pone the inevitable, and that they have 
yielded their allegiance to the Governor in 
all matters concernirg State affairs. 

A statement attributed to Senator Platt 
in a Washington dispatch that he consid- 
ered the proposed increase in the excise 
tax inadvisable and inexpedient led to in- 
teresting political gossip. The question was 
} asked on all sides: Did the caucuses act 

without consultation with Platt, or if he 

was consulted, were his wishes ignored? 

When the supposed statement of Senator 
Platt was shown to State Chairman Dunn 
and he was asked for an explanation, he 
said that it was true that Senator Platt's 
personal views on the question of increas- 
ing the excise tax were not in accord with 
the action of the caucuses. He intimated, 
however, that there would be no friction 
over the matter; that when Senator Platt 
thoroughly understood the situation which 
confronted the Republicans in the Legis- 
lature he would acquiesce in the caucus 
conclusions. As to whether the Senator 
had been consulted about Gov. Odell’s pro- 
posals Col. Dunn was reticent. 

Senator Raines, the reputed Platt leader 
in the Senate, was more communicative. 
He said that a wrong inference had been 
drawh from his remarks yesterday about 

| the conferences on the Governor’s tax bills. 

He did not mean to convey the impression 

that Senator Platt had been consulted 

about them and had given his consent to 
the programme adopted by the caucus, 

“As a matter of fact,’ sald Mr. Raines, 
‘Senator Platt was, not. consulted about 
the matter, so far as I know,*and his 
views were not communicated to those. who 
took part in the caucus to my cee ts 

From other Senators who. participated. in 
the caucus the positive statement was ob- 
tained that Senator Platt’s name was not 
mentioned. No information was asked by 
any Senator as to how Mr. Platt might re- 
gard the mortgage tax or excise propost- 
tions, and none was volunteered by Col. 
Dunn or any one else. Mr. Platt’s attitude 
apparently gave no one any concern.

“ Now, take the criminal statistics since 
the present law went into effect and it will 
be found that the number of commitments 
for drunkenness has fallen from 53,200 in 
1897 to 33,203 in 1901, a reduction of nearly 
40 per cent., and it further appears that 
the commitments for assaults, robbery, 
and burglaries have materially diminished. 
In 1895 there was 3,720 commitments to 
the various prisons of the State for these 
crimes. In 1900 there were only 2,442. 
This diminution is a gradual one which has 
taken place during the operation of the 
liquor tax law. 

“Taking the year 1890, under the cld 
license law, it will be found that in a pe- 
riod of five years, 1890-1895, there was a 
steady increase of almost 100 per cent. 
in assaults and 25 per cent. in robberies 
and burglaries. From the prison officials 
of the State it can be easily learned that 
the number of criminals confined in 1890 
was 3,508, increasing until 1895, when ic 
reached 3,721, but diminishing through the 
years since the passage of the present law. 

Reasoning from analogy, it was to be 
expected that the criminal statistics would 
steadily increase during the whole decade, 
even as they did during its first five years. 
But it is perfectly evident that some great 
restraining and corrective force made it- 
self felt during the last half of the period. 
producing these surprisingly improved re- 
sults. There is no doubt in my mind that 
it came from the diminution of the number 
of drinking places and the exercise of a 
proper State supervision. Under the pro- 
posed amendment I believe that a still 
further betterment of the moral conditions 
of the communities wil] result.” 


ATTITUDE OF THE MINORITY. 


Senator Grady, the minority leader. who 
in past years has been an advocate of a 
mortgage tax, when asked to-day what his 
attitude would be on the proposed Mort- 
gage Tax bill, said: 

“IT am going to soak it. If revenue is to 
be raised from indirect sources why not 


put a tax on the acquisition of proverty 
instead of on the loss of it?

MANY DARING RESCUES 
( IN TENEMENT FIRE. 


Paralytic Who Forgot His Ailment Car 
ried Down a Ladder—Family of*Chil- 
dren Handed Up from a Fite

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Escape to the Roof. | 

A double-decker four-story teneinent 
caught fire at 948 First Avenue a few 
minutes before 6 o'clock last evening and 
the flames spread so rapidly that the fire- 
men had to rescue a dozen people by lad- | 
ders while an entire family in the back of 
the house was rescued by pulling the chil- 
dren up from the fire escape to the -oof 
and aiding the mother to climb a ladder to | 
the roof. 

The other inmates of the house, alto- 
gether numbering not less than a hundred, 
excitedly fled to the roof and fire escapes | 
and got out safely. During the fire Anton 
Hoffman, who keeps a bakery in the base- 
ment, got into a fight over an old grudge 
with an employe, Henry Kenalte, and hit 
him in. the jaw. He was arrested, and an 
ambulance surgeon attended the injured 
man. The fire did about $8,000 damuge. 

A passer-by saw the fire and sent in en 
alarm. The firemen immediately sent in‘a 
second alarm. Smoke quickly filled the 
house and cut off the escape by way of the 
stairs on the bottom floor, though a few 
people were enabled to get out that way 
in the first few minutes. 

James McKenna, a paralytic who spends 
nearly all his life in an invalid’s ciair, 
lived on the second floor with his wife and 
two girls, five and seven years old. When 
the iire started the man was so fright- 
ened at the thought of being caught in his 
room and burned, because of his ailment, 
that he excitedly arose and made his way 
to the window, his mind apparently over- 
powering his paralysis. His wife was hys- 
terical and the children, who stood at ‘he 
window by their side, shrieked loudly and 
wept.

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BROKEN WIRE KILLS 
MOTORMAN ON CAR 


Electrocutes Him and Hurls His 
Body Under the Vehicle. 


Dazzling Flame Temporarily Blinds the 
Onlookers and Illuminates South- 


ern Boulevard Until the 


Power Is Shut Off. 


By the snapping of the overhead trolley 
wire of the Union Railway Company, Willis 
Avenue line, in front of 595 Southern, Boule- 
vard, where the line passes under the ele- 
vated railroad, late last night the motor- 
man of car No. 6 was instantly electro- 
cuted, terribly burned, knocked off his 
platform, and ground under the car, his 
body raising the car off the track. It took 
half an hour to get the body out. The 
Alexander Avenue police telephoned to the 
Union Railway Company's Harlem vwffice 
for the man’s name, but.it was refused. It 
was learned, however, that the man was 
John Jordan, thirty-five years old, of 331 
East Fifty-ninth Street. 

The Willis Avenue cars run down that 
avenue to the Southern Boulevard, and then 
turn to go to Third Avenue, running under 
the elevated railroad structure. Car No, 6 
was about under it with one passenger— 
Daniel R, Mahoney of 122 East One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-seventh Street—and the 
conductor, John O’Hare, of 1,172 East One 
Hundred and Sixty-ninth Street, was on the 
back platform. The overhead wire, of thick 
copper, suddenly snapped apart from some 
as yet unascertained reason. 

The wire fell across the rails, at the same 
time striking the. motorman. .A vast sheet 
of blue flame, which lit up the country for 
blocks around and attracted many people to 
the scene, flashed up from car, rails, wire, 
and motor box. The motorman fell across 
the dasliboard and then down to the track. 

Policeman Quirk of the Alexander Ave- 
nue Station, who was standing in front of 
the point where the accident occurred, said 
he was blinded for at least three minutes 
by the flash, though he remembers seeing 
the motorman fall forward. As soon as he 
had partly recovered, he looked to see 
where the motorman was, but could not dis- 
cern his body. Mahoney said he was blind- 


ed for some seconds by the flash of light, 
but then ran out of the car. The conductor 
jumped off just ahead of him. The latter 
said he then looked for the motorman but 
could not see him 

The dazzling light flashed up again and 
again. The wire which had broken was 
giowing with a white heat and at the same 
time emitting a steady bluish flame which 
helped to illumine the sky around. The 
car appeared to be ablaze with blue fire, 
yet did not seem to burn, and later was 
shown not to be damaged except under- 
neath, The wire kept squirming sor some 
minutes after the break, and no one dared 
go anywhere near it, as it was white hot 
and sputtering. 

When the intensity of the light had 


somewhat subsided policemen and some of! 


the company’s employees tried to find the 
body of the motorman. They discovered it 
under the forward, wheels of the car, where 
it had. become dged and stopped the 
vehicle. The car.was raised with jacks, 
and Dr. Odell of ‘the Lincoln Hospital, who 
had been summoned, pulled the body out. 

Meanwhile Conductor O'Hare had tele- 
phoned te the power house and all the cur- 
rents on the Willis Avenue line were shut 
otf, thus stopping half the trolley traffic in 
the Bronx. O'Hare was arrested by Po- 
liceman uirk as a aes erson.’”’ 
Coroner Berry immediately paroled the 
man in the custody of Inspector Murphy of 
the road. 

Murphy refused to have anything to say 
about the accident, and when asked if the 
overhead wire which had parted was de- 
fective he walked away.

VATICAN MAY BE CRIPPLED | 


BY LOSS OF FRENCH FUNDS. 


The Pope and His Entourage Are Said 
to Regard the Dispute with France 
with Absolute Terror.

LONDON, March 13.—A letter in the 
Eclair by a well-informed writer on Vat- 
ican affairs is quoted by the Paris corre- 
spondent of The Timés. 

The writer in question declares that 
the Pope and his entire entourage re- 
gard the development of the conflict 
with France in regard to Bishops’ nomi- 
nations with absolute terror, partly be- 
cause of the consequent withdrawal of 
French money from the Vatican. 

“No more convents; no more pilgrim- 
ages; no more Peter’s Pence—that is 
what makes Rome anxious in regard to 
the rupture of the Concordat,” it is de- 
clared. 

The letter goes on to say that hardly 
any money comes from Austria. Spain 
is without resources. The Hungarian and 
Bohemian ecclesiastics keep the revenues 
for themselves. Americans are more 
generous, but their gifts indicate rather 
an increase in the number than in the 
amount of the donations. 

Without French funds, it is stated, the 
Pope cannot pay the Cardinals, or pro- 
vide for the bureaus, his little army, or 


the colleges. 

According to the writer in the Eclair 
there is only one solution of the diffi- 
culty—the Vatican must throw itself 
into Germany’s arms.

Last year, on the nomination of the 
Bishops of Annecy and Carcassonne, the 
French Council of State, acting tn accord 
wi the French Government, refused to 
register the bulls investiture as long as 
the word “nobis” followed ‘‘ nominavit.’ 
France claims the Vatican has been in the 
a= ou of inserting this word unwarrant- 
ably. 

The Vatican, according to a recent dis- 
patch from Rome, would not consent to 
eliminate ‘ nobis,’’ and then the French 
Premier, M. Combes, made nominations for 
three vacant Bishoprics, those of Bayonne, 
Constantine, and St. Jean de Maurienne, 
without any previous understanding with 
the Vatican as to its acceptance of the 
nominees, desiring to assert in this way 
the independent right ofthe French Gov- 
ernment and the inutility of the word 
“nobis,” which the Vatican insisted on 
maintaining. 

On Feb. 24 a Paris news agency made the 
following announcement: 

“The Vatican has resolved to adopt a 
purely passive attitude as regards French 
affairs. Cardinal Rampolla will make no 
proposal concerning the formula ‘nobis 
nominavit.’ He will wait for the French 
Government to propose a compromise, and 
if it fails to do so there will be no insist- 
ence to obtain the registering of the in- 
vestiture. As for the appointment of the 
three Bishops without previous agreement, 
even if it were published in’ the (French) 
Journal Officiel, the Vatican would make 
no protest, but it would consider these ap-

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SUFFERS FROM PNEUMONIA.

Physician Declares His Attack Is “ Mod- 

erately Severe,” and a Consultation 

Will Be Held To-day. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—It was an- 
nounced here to-night that Justice William 
R. Day of the United States Supreme Court 
is suffering from pneumonia. He has been | 
confined to his apartments for several | 
days, but no hint that he was seriously ill 
was given until to-day. After several re- 
ports had been denied, a bulletin was final- | 
ly issued to-night by Dr. B. L. Haddin. 
It read: 

“ Judge Day has a moderately severe at- 
tack of pneumonia. He is very comfortable 
to-night, and his symptoms at present do 
not occasion alarm. Dr. Osler of Johns 
Hopkins University will see him in =| 
sultation to-morrow miorning.” 

The friends of Justice Day are apprehen- 
sive concerning his condition. His tempera- | 
ture to-day was high, running up to the} 
neighborhood of 105. He is not a man of 
robust physique, but frail, and it is feared | 
he will not be able to withstand a severe 
attack of illness. His excellent habits and | 


the careful nursing and medical attention 
he is receiving, however, count strongly in 


his favor. 

Never a man of strong appearance, it was 
remarked when he came here to take his 
place on the bench of the Supreme Court 
that he seemed to be very much thinner 
than when in Washington as Secretary of 
State. 

When Justice Day came here he was suf+ 
fering from a cold. This was aggravated 
by the bad weather of last week, and he 
was compelled finally to take to his bed. 
It was said that he merely had a cold, but 
when Mrs. Day came on hurriedly from 
their home in Canton, accompanied by two 
of their sons, it was realized that his at- 


tack was likely to prove serious. 
Dr. Haddin, when questioned during the 


day, admitted that Justice Day was a very 
sick man, but said that the case was only 
one of the grip. He denied that there 
were any well-defined symptoms of pneu- 
monia. After Dr. Haddin had ealled in 
the early evening it was stated by a mem- 
ber of the family that the jurist’s condi- 
tion showéd improvement. It was after 
Dy. Haddin’s visit later that he issued the 
bulletin saying that Dr. Osler would be 
ealled into consultation. 

Two sons, with Mrs. Day, are in constant 
attendance upon the patient, and two other 
sons, one at the University of Michigan, 
and the other at a sehoolin Asheville, N. | 
C., are being kept closely advised as to | 
their father’s illness. 

Admiral Dewey was among the many 
friends who called to-day to inquire about 
Justice Day's condition.

CRUM CASE TO GO OVER. 


Senate Unlikely to Act, and President 
Will Appoint Negro to Serve 
During Recess.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—It is expect- 
ed that the nomination of Dr. W. D. Crum 
to be Collector of the Port of Charleston, 
8. C., would be considered at the regular 
meeting of the Commerce Committee held 
to-day, It was discovered, however, that 
a sufficient number of Republican mem- 
bers favorable to the nomination were not 
present to warrant its consideration.

SWEEPING INQUEST 
IN BURDICK CASE 


Every Person Mentioned in the 
Mystery to be Subpoenaed. 


Will of the Murdered Man Cuts Off His 
Wife—To Contest His Selec- 
tion of Guardians. 


BUFFALO, March 12.—Thomas Murphy, 
Judge of the Police Court, announced this 
afternoon that he will hold the inquest into 
the death of Edwin L., Burdick next Tues- 
day. 

“I propose to make it the most complete 
investigation ever conducted into any death 
in this county,” said Judge Murphy. “I 
have subpoenaed everybody whose name 
has been mentioned in connection with 
this case, There are too many persons 
lingering under suspicion of causing Bur- 
dick’s death. Only one person could have 
killed him. If I can find who that is, I 
propose to do so, At any rate, © expect to 


‘‘I have set the date for next Tuesday in 
order to allow the police and District At- 
torney four more days in which to investi- 
gate the case. That ought to be long 
enough to bring out the truth. Anyway, it 
is as long as innocent persons ought to be 
under suspicion when their names have 
been in everybody's mouth since the mur- 
der was first reported.” 

Another move having an important bear- 
ing on the case was decided upon to-day 
after District Attorney Coatsworth had 
conferred with Chief of Detectives Cusack, 
The authorities have determined to obtain 
the telegrams that passed between Mrs, 
Burdick and Mrs, Hull before the murder 
of Burdick.

Dr. Lyman Abbott Says a Thousand 
Homes in Ithaca Are Paying the 
Penalty of Carelessness—E. M. 
Shepard’s Letter. 


At the conclusion of a well-attended meet- 
ing held to consider the proposed amend- 
ments to the tenement house law at Plym- 
outh Church, Brooklyn, last night, the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted: 


Resolved, That it is ths sense of this meeting 
that no legislation affecting tenement houses 
should be approvad by the Mayor or the Governor 
or the Legislature that is not favored by the 
Tenement House Commission. 


This action was taken by those present to 
be a mark of approval of the work of Tene- 
ment House Commissioner De Forest, who 
was one of the speakers at the meeting. In 
the absence of the Rev. Dr. Newell Dwight 
Hillis, the Rev, Willard P. Harman, assist- 
ant pastor, presided. He began by reading 
a letter from Edward M. Shepard, who said 
in part: 

“I cannot do more than declare my very 
strong sympathy with the movement for 
the general maintenance of the tenement 
house law. Whatever criticisms may be 
made here and there, I regard the admin- 
istration of Mr, De Forest, and the inau- 
guration of the new law, as having been 
a distinct step forward in the interest of 
civilization and rational mercy, and, I may 
add, rational justice, It would be a sorrow 
and calamity, if, in Brooklyn or in any 
part of Greater New York, the beneficent 
provisions of the present law were to be 
repealed, or the law to be amended so as 
to permit a return to the conditions of 
housing of the poor and less fortunate citi- 
zens of Greater New York and their fam- 
ilies, which used to be a shame to us all,” 

The Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott spoke of the 
fact that the cause of liberty in Hungary 
and Italy as well as in this country had 
always been championed from the Plym- 


outh pulpit, and declared that the cause 
of the tenement house dwellers was no 
less dear to the people of Plymouth. 

“God gives food, water, air, and sun- 
light to all of His children,’’ he continued, 
“and if they are ever deprived of it, it is 
because of the selfish fault of their fellow- 
men. Two of them, air and sunlight, are 
absolutely free. They are lost either through 
ignorance, carelessness, or greed, For ig- 
norance that does not know the need of 
air and sunlight the remedy is instruction. 
When there is carelessness there is the 
need of vigilance, 

“The City of Ithaca does not have bad 
water through ignorance, but carelessness, 
and they are paying the penalty in a thou- 
sand homes. But the worst enemy is greed, 
the greed that eares*more for things than 
for lives; that places builders’ profits on 
one side of the er and vital statistics 
on the other and ¢#ies to strike a balance. 

“The whole qpestion is whether men 
shall be housed they shall have air to

“This is an answer to the cry for cheap 
rents.

The tenement house law is only a poor 
attempt to take a little step in the right 
direction. I thank God for the Tenement 
House Commissioner. He is doing all that 
the community will let him do.” 

Richard Watson Gilder, the next speaker, 
said that the tenement house amendments 
introduced at Albany had been sent there 
by builders, who were “ shining examples 
of rapacity and audacity of greed.” 

“JT say,’ he added, “let the hand be 
stayed that would be raised up against the 
es provisions of the tenement house 
aw.” 

Commissioner De Forest then spoke, say- 
ing that the last amendatory bill, which had 
been introduced with the approval of the 
Governor and municipal) authorities and 
which supersedes the arr amendatory 
bills, would please all reasonable people. 
It was a victory for common sense and hu- 
manity and would be only unsatisfactory to 
unscrupulous builders and politicians who 
find profit in discord, and. on the other 
hand, the ultra-idealists. who are seeking 
to realize an impossible perfection.

FRENCH MONKS’ APPEAL 
LIKELY 10 BE IN YAIN 


_ Chamber Will Probably Decline to 
_ Authorize Them to Teach. 


Debate'on the Question Begun—Premier 
Proposes That the Requests of the

PARIS, March 12.--The Chamber of Dep- 
Wties was the centre of great interest and 
animation to-day at the opening of the de- 
bate on the religious orders. A large crowd 
filled the galleries, and the floor of the 
Chamber was also crowded. The Minis- 
bench was occupied by Premier 
mbes and most of his associates in the 
Ministry. 
discussions of the subject this 
session have involved incidental phases, 
Stich as the use of the Breton dialect in 
schools, but to-day’s debate involved the 
main issue—the question of the discontinu- 
Qfice of teaching by the religious orders. 
The matter came up on a proposition, sub- 
mitted by the Premier, refusing the re- 
quests for authorization to teach made by 
fifty-four male religious congregations. The 
expectation is that the debate will continue 
Six te ten days. Owing to the strength 
shown by the Ministry on the fecent test 
votes; the adoption of the Premier's propo- 
sition is considered practically certain. 

The Abbé Gayraud (Catholic Republican) 
arid M. Lerolle (Conservative) spoke to-day 
age ‘nst the proposition. The Abbé asked 
the Chamber to reeommit to the special 
committee the report that the Premier had 
submitted. on the ground that the report 
did not propose any means of assuring an 
existence to the members of the religious 
congregations, whom it was unjust thus to 
throw on the streets, many among them 
being seventy years of age. The Chamber, 
hewever, refused to listen to the appeal, 
and Abbé Gayraud finally withdrew his 
motion. 

M. Lerolle’s speech was an elaborate his- 
tory cf the réle the religious orders have 
played ia French history, to the glory of 
which, contended M. Lerolle, they had 
@redtly contributed. The republic was, he 
declared, trying to deprive the monks of 
the means of living and to force them to 
starvation or expatriation. The Republic- 
ans were to-day following the example of 
the First Republic. They had no other 
ambition than that of satisfying party ven- 
geance. If the majority refused to admit 
discussion on the question, and decided the 
Series of questions which concerned sepa- 
rate corgregations by a single vote refus- 
ing authorization to all congregations, lib- 
erty would be endangered. If this silence 
Were enforced on the Conservative mem- 
bers in the Chamber it would force them to 
appeal to the entire country. 

M. Lerolle's remarks referréd to the pro- 
cédure which the Republicans propose to 
adom in dividing the congregations into 


three froups, and refusing to allow the au- 
thorization of each congregation to be dis- 
cussed separately. 

a Barthou replied on the Republican 
side; attacking the religious orders as, be- 
ing the negation of human liberty and the 
abdication of individual personality. The 
congregations, he said, depended on their 
chieits residing in Rome.

THE DUTCH ANTI-STRIKE BILL. 


Application of the Measure Optional— 
Considerable Popular Excite- 
ment Over it.

LONDON, /March 13.—There is con- 
siderable popular excitement in Holland, 
says the Brussels correspondent of The 
Times, over the bill declaring strikes 
illegal, though, judged impartially, the 
measure contains nothing infringing on 
personal liberty. 

The first clause of the bill imposes a 
maximum of six months’ imprisonment 
and 100 florins’ find&for a willful attempt 
to coerce workmen, by fear or otherwise, 
to strike. 

The second clause relates to public 
servants, who are liable to six months’ 
imprisonment and 300 florins’ fine for 
willful neglect of or refusal to perform 
their allotted duties. The imprisonment 
is increased to four years if the acts 
emanate from a collective body of pub- 
lic servants, this being viewed as a con- 
spiracy against the State. 

The third clause imposes the same 
penalties in the case of the instigators of 
such a conspiracy. 

The preamble states that the act of 
interference with personal liberty may 
be justifiable or may be illegal and arbi- 
trary. Consequently the application of 
the measure is optional. The supporters 
of the bill maintain that it does not re- 
strict the liberty to strike so long as 
such action is kept within proper limits. 

The Times’s correspondent thinks that 
but for the inflammation of party feel- 
ing in connection with the strikes in 
January none but Socialist agitators 
could quarrel with the principle of the 
bill.

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COURT FORBIDS A STRIKE! 7 ree aH 


Federal Judge Enjoins Transfer 
Drivers in Kansas City. 


Takes the Ground That Théy Are. Fed- 
eral Employes—Orders Them Not to * 
Damage a Company’s Business. 


KANSAS CITY, March 12.—An injunction 
Was granted to-night to the Kansas City 
Transfer Company against the Team Dri- 
vers’ International Union No. 459, and the 
sympathizers of the strike by Judge John 
F, Philips of the United States District 
Court, 

The action was brought on the ground 
that the complainants are Government 
cart men, being employed by the Govern- 
ment in (iransporting bonded goods. The 
papers filed with the court state that the 
company was unable to secure the names 
of all the mémbers of the union, but such 
names when obtained will be added to the 
list contained in the order. 

The order restrains the defendants from 
participating in the strike; from interfer- 
ing with,or intimidating the company’s dri- 
vers; from picketing or patrolling the side- 
walks adjacent to the company’s place of 


business, and from confederating or con- ! 


Spiring to ruin, destroy, or damage the 


Lusiness of the company. 

A United States Deputy Marshal served 
the order upon the defendants immediately 
after it was granted. It is probable that 
other transfer companies will ask for re- 
straining orders from the Federal court to- 
morrow. 


TWO WOMEN DEFY STRIKERS. 


Drive Vans in Kansas City to Help 
Their Husbands—Striking Driv- 
ers Show Courtesy.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 12.—Mrs. 
George D. Evans, whose husband is con- 
nected with the American Transfer Com- 
pany, and who whipped her way through 
the strikers yesterday, drove one of her 
husband's heavy freight vans again to-day. 
Strikers who saw her raised their hats. 

Mrs. H. S. Meyefs also drove a freight 
van. Her husband was one of the non- 
union drivers employed by the Western 
Transfer Company. His wagon was stopped 
this morning at Twelfth ard Mulberry 
Streets by strikers. They talked to him 
and persuaded him to leave the wagon in 
the street. As he climbed down his wife 
broke through the crowd and climbed to 
the driver's seat. 

**Get up here,”’ she said. He refused and 
she repeated her command, scorning the 
strikers who stood about. Policeman Clark 
came up and told the strikers to clear the 
street. They obeyed without protest. The 
woman said she would continue to drive 
and assist her husband on the wagon as 
long as it was necessary. 

A big crowd of strikers and sympathizers 
followed one wagon driven by a non-union 
man, and when a few stones were thrown 
he returned his team to the barns. About 
fifty additional men went out during the 
day, making a total of 255, and, as few 
men were hired in their places, the busi- 
ness of the transfer companies was prac- 
tically at a standstill. 


THE SHIPYARD STRIKE. 


New Men Put to Work at Shooters Isl- 
and— Employers and Union 
Officials Talk. 


The New York Metal Trades Association 
had a prolonged meeting yesterday after- 
noon at 203 Broadway, at which the ship- 
building strike was considered, but it»was 
decided to make no formal statement after 
the meeting was over. It was learned that 
350 men, consisting of carpenters and join- 
ers, calkers, and painters, were put to 
work at the Townsend-Downey Shipbuild- 
ing Yards at Shooters Island in place of the 
strikers. Policemen were stationed at some 
of the yards to head off any trouble. 

Wallace Downey of the Townsend-Downey 
Shipbuilding Company said that the idle 
strikers were giving no trouble so far. 
Some of the old men were anxious to come 
back. 

‘We are anxious to put our side of the 
controversy in its true light,’’ he said. “ We 
do not blame our union men for striking 
when they are so ordered by their dele- 
gates. They cannot help themselves, and 
many of them have done so reluctantly. 
Bue we do maintain the right to employ 
both union and non-union, labor.”’ 

Henry C. Hunter, Secrétary of the New 
York Metal Trades Association, said that 
the yards were getting more men every day. 
The strike would be lost, in fact was al- 
ready lost by the strikers, many of whom 
realized that it was ill-advised, he said. 

Francis J. MeKay, business agent of the 
Brotherhood of Boilermakers and Iron Ship- 
builders, said he estimated that between 
4,000 und 5,000 men were on strike in the 
various yards. Many offers, he said, were 
received from firms asking him to supply 
them with men at union rates. He thought 
it hardly fair, however, he said, to help 
other firms to take the business away 
from the firms the strikers regularly 
worked for, even though they were on 
strike. 

Regarding the statement issued by Sec- 
retary Hunter of the Metal Trades Associa- 
tion that the strike was ordered after the 
Marine Trades Council received a letter 
from the association agreeing to an arbi- 
tration proposition, he said: 

“Mr. Hunter has confused two propo- 
sitions. A committee was first appointed 
by the different trades, representing four- 
teen trades, with full power to act. We 
went to Mr.:Hunter’s office for the sole 
purpose of trying to settle the Shooters Isl- 
and trouble. Mr. Hunter said that nothing 
could be done and that ended the matter. 
It wes later suggested that the, employers 
should try to get together to appoint a com- 
mittee of settlement. This was done, but 
we received a letter stating that the em- 
ployers could not meet us until the strike 
was declared off. This we ‘could not 
agree to,”

BOY CHASE ON ROOFS. 


Two Detectives Outwitted Twice by 
Pigeon Trapper—Success in Third 
Attempt at Capture. 


Detectives Rowland and Hore of the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station had a lively 
time yesterday in the capture of George 
Young, seventeen years of age, of 708 Elev- 
enth Avenue on a charge of disorderly con- 
duct. They chased him three times on the 
roofs of a row of houses on Fiftfeth Street 
and then by strategy caught him, 

The agent of the houses at 514 to 524 West 
Fiftieth Street had complained that the boy 
had annoyed the tenants by running over 
the roofs and conducting a pigeon trap on 
the roof at 516.

They went as 
far as the roof of 520 before he saw them 
The boy rah over the roofs and jumped 
down to the roof of 524 and defied the de- 
tectives to follow him. The detectives ran 
to the streec and searched the house at 524, 
but they could not locate the boy. 

Two hours later the detectives made their 
third attempt. Rowland went up to the 
roof of 514 and Hore to the roof of 520.

HEARING ON CITY BILLS. 


The Mayor's Sympathy for Retired Po- 
liceman O’Keefe, Who Lost the 
Sight of Both Eyes. 


Public hearings were held in Mayor 
Low’s office yesterday on city bills which 
have passed the Legislature. One bill pro- 
vides for a Third Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner. No person appeared to favor or 
speak against the bill, and Mayor Low an- 
nounced that it would be accepted by the 
city. 

Another bill provides for a full pension to 
Patrick O’Keefe, a policeman who was re- 
tired from the force on Dec. 5, after losing 
the sight of both eyes. He appeared to 
plead his cause. Sergt. Kennel led him to 
the Mayor’s desk, and, after the hearing, 
lifted his hand for him when Mr. Low ex- 
pressed the desire to shake hands with 
him. 

The policeman arrested a liquor dealer at 
2,348 Second Avenue on Sept. 30, 1899. The 
prisoner, Michael Fiorella, yielded quietly 
at first, but in the hallway of the saloon 
he drew a pistol and shot the policeman 
in the temple, destroying the sight of both 
eyes. Fiorella was sent to Sing Sing Prison 
for ten years. 

Mr. Low expressed much sympathy for 
the policeman and promised, if he found 
he has the legal right to do so, to approve 
the bill that changes the half pay to the 
full amount received by a policeman of the 
first class. 

Commissioner Greene, in a written report, 
said he thought it was a deserving case, 
but that, as a general principle, he op- 
posed that class of legislation, 

Ex-Fire Commissioner Bryant of Brook- 
lyn appeared to support a bill that provides 
for the reopening of the case of a fireman, 
Weygate, who was dismissed from the Fire 
Department thirteen years ago. A similar 
bill was vetoed by Mr. Van Wyck when he 
was Mayor. Commissioner Sturgis, in a 
letter, objected to the bill on various 
grounds, and Mr. Low said he could not 
approve it. Weygate offered to give up all 
claim to back pay and told a story of po- 
litical persecution, but he did not influence 
the Mayor. 

The Mayor named Wednesday next for a 
hearing on the bill to reinstate O'Neill, the 
policeman who was dismissed for defying 
Devery, and who afterward spoke for the 
Fusion ticket in the city campaign. The 
bill was passed on Wednesday, and it was 
delivered in the City Hall in the first mail 
yesterday. 


DENY THEY KILLED PHARES. 


Mrs. Phares and Taylor Arraigned —

for her arrest, and says some of them have 
for a long time been very much interested 
in .her movements. Taylor was in the 
house when Phares died within five min- 
utes after becoming ill. Harry Burr, who 
was also in the house at the time, is satd 
to have furnished the authorities with evi- 
dence which they claim will show that 
Phares was killed in order that Mrs. 
Phares might marry Taylor, who is a 
young farmer, said to be well-to-do. 

The inquest will not be held until the 
chemist who is aire. the stomach of 
Phares is ready to make his report. This 
will probably be next week.

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FLOOD PERIL ALONG THE 
MISSISSIPPI IS GRAVER. 


River Rising at Memphis—Convicts.Be- 
ing. Rushed to Danger Points to 
Strengthen Levees. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 12.—There 
little change in the river situation to- 
night, and although the rise to-day has 
been slight, the situation.remains grave, 
and a stage of more than 38 feet is still 
expected. The gauge to-night shows 35.8 
and rising, an advance of two-ténths since 
midnight last night. 

Dispatches from Carruthersville say the 
situation there is practically unchanged, 
and. that the embankments will hold a 
stage of water three feet greater than at 
present, These dispatches are from private 
individuals. 

Capt. Lucas, United States Engineer in 
charge of the First\and Second: Districts, 
left here to-day for Helena, Ark., to in- 
spect personally conditions in the White 
River district. The Government steamboat 
Mercury left here to-day for Helena with 
supplies and men for Assistant Engineer 
Levasseur, who is in charge of the levee 
strengthening work at that point.

With the laudable intention of providing 
a place where true lévers of billiards can 
Play under ideal conditions, the Amateur | 
Billard Club of New York, 113 and 115 
Seventy-ninth Street,.opened {ts rooms to 
the members and their guests last night.

The club is the first organization of its 
kind in thts city, and practically every 
amateur of standing in this vicinity is in- 
cluded in its membership.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 12.—Walter 
Camp, the Yale athletic chairman, gave out 
the Yale-Harvard athletic agreement early 
this morning, after the Yale committee had 
ratified it. The document is long and in- 
cludes a number of new agreements, among 
them an Arbitration Committee to whom 


all disputes are to be taken; a two-year re- 


{ peating agreement as to meets, a rule de- 


claring ineligible for freshman athletic or- 
ganizations all graduates of other colleges, 
and local reference committees for eligi- 
bility questions at each university. 


The agreement which camé at the end of 


a prolonged series of meetings is for the 
four usual events in the Yale-Harvard cal- 
endar—football, baseball, crew, and track 
athletics—but is for two years instead of 
ay as formerly. An Arbitration Commit- 
will consist of three members, Messrs. 

Wi iam Meikelham, Columbia; R. D. 
Wrenn,, Harvard, and Otto T. Bannard, 
Yale. Each undergraduate Captain is to be 
responsible for the eligibility of the men 
on his own team, but a ‘reference com- 
mittee,”” consisting of three graduates, is 
to be selected at each university before 
Oct. 1 of each year, with whom the Cap- 
tain may confer. All protests or questions 
as to eligibility will be referred to the 
Arbitration Committee. They must be 
made three weeks before a game. 
The new rules are not retroactive. They 

provide that no man Is eligible unless a 
bona fide student for a degree; that if a 
man is dropped from his class or is on pro- 
bation he is ineligible; that four years in all 
colleges constitute a career, and that no

Frederick Bainbridge , of Rochester Seri- 
ously Injured—Cabman Arrested 
for Reckless Driving. 


Frederick Bainbridge, forty-one years old, 
a carriage manufacturer of Rochester, N. 
Y., in company with W. H. Winne, also of 
Rochester, was crossing Broadway and 
Sixth Avenue on Thirty-fourth Street last 
night, when a hansom, which was driven 
by James Finch, thirty-four yars old, of 
405 West Twenty-fifth Street, dashed up 
the avenue at a high rate of speed.

SAYS HE GAVE $2,500. 
TO BRIBE CAPT. TITUS 


Dr. Flower Accuses Meloy of Lar- 
ceny and Both Are Arrested. 


The Physician Held on Charge of Brib- 
ery; Also on Larceny Charge Pre- 
ferred by a Woman — Titus 
Makes Flat Denial. 


Dr..R. C. Flower, who as the friend and 
adviser of Theodore Hagaman and his wid- 
ow, Mrs. Walter E. Delabarre, has figured 
prominently in the litigation over the Hag- 
aman fortune, was arrested twice yester- 
day. The first time was when he appeared 
in the Tombs Police Court to answer a 
sumnmions obtained by Mrs. Isabelle Gray 
Taylor of 414 West One Hundred and 
Eighteenth Street, who charged him with 
having obtained $500 from her on false and 
frauculent representations. His second ar- 
rest was on a charge of attempting to bribe 
Capt, Titus of the Detective Bureau. 

When the Taylor case was called Assist- 
ant District Attorney Garvan, who is con- 
ducting the investigation into the death of 
Theodore Hagaman and the disposal of his 
wealth, out of which a large slice was given 
by the widow to Dr. Flower, told Magis- 
trate Barlow that the basis of Mrs. Tay- 
lor's complaint was a fraudulent mining 
stock transaction, and that she was only 
one out of 1,200 stockholders who had been 
victimized in the same way. For that rea~- 
s0n Mr. Garvan insisted that a warrant 
charging grand larceny be issued against 
Dr. Flower. Magistrate Barlow consented, 
and Detective Sergeant McConville arrest- 
ed the promoter in the courtroom. His bail 
was fixed in $2,000, which was furnished by 
Mrs, Corrielia Storrs, the widow of ex- 
Controller Richard 8S. Storrs, who is said to 
be worth half a million dollars and to be 
heavily interested in one of the Flower 
projects, The examination was set for 


Monday. 

The second arrest, which really furnished 
the sensation of the, day, occurred in the 
afternoon, when Dr. Flower again made his 
appearance in the Tombs Police Court, this 
time as a complainant against his ex-part- 
ner, Andrew D. Meloy.

PRAISES NEW YORK’S POLICE. 


Count von Bernsdorf Submits a Report 
to the Kaiser—How He Chanced 
to be Sent Here. 


BERLIN, March 12—Count von Berns- 
dorf, President of the Potsdam Police, who 
recently returned to Germany from the 
United States, has submitted to Emperor 
William a written narrative of his experi- 
ences and observations in America, with 
appreciative notes on the New York police. 

The Police President and his five travel- 
ing companions, four young guardsmen and 
a junior attaché of the diplomatic service, 
happened to be sent in this manner: The 
Emperor was talking to a group of subalt- 
erns at the Casino of Potsdam early in 
December, and asked them where they were 


going for their holidays. One was going to 
Paris and another intended to visit Bo- 
hemia. 

* Why don't you go where you can learn 
something?” interrupted his Majesty. “Go 
to America. You shall go as my guests 
and tell me all about it when you coime 
home.’’ 

The Emperor thereupon selected a party, 
including Count von Bernsdorf. His Majes- 
ty, who paid all the expenses, has a perma- 
nent arrangement with the German steam- 
ship lines for reduced transportation rates 
for his guests. The party, after reaching 
New York on Jan. 7, on the Hamburg- 
American liner Moltke, went on the same 
steamer through the West Indies, and 
afterward spent three weeks in New York, 
returning on the Hamburg-American liner 
Graf Waldersee. 

Count von Bernsdorf, with a Detective 
Sergeant detailed by Police Commissioner 
Greene, studied the police system of New 
York. The thing which most astonished 
him. was that he was not bothered in the 
streets byY ~women. The Count told a 
newspaper correspondent that he especially 
admired the size of the New York police- 
men, their smart uniforms, and their cour- 
tesy, and he referred in his report to the 
large, well-ordered police stations of New 
York and contrasted them with the rented 
rooms occupied by the Berlin police. 

* But,’ the Count added, using a recent 
addition to his vocabulary, “‘ the Americans 
have money to throw at the birds.”’ 

Since his return Count von Bernsdorf has 
timed the Berlin firemen in responding to 
ealls. He found that it takes three or 
four minutes to start an engine here, and 
contrasted this with New York’s thirty 
seconds to do the same thing.

Ex-British Policeman’s Explanation of 
the London Force’s Efficiency. 


Second Deputy Police Commissioner Piper 
gave out last night the following copy of a 
letter which he had received during the day. 
He refused to tell the writer's name: 

The Hon. Capt. A. R. Piper: 

Sir: I have. just read your comments on the 
London police, and as an ex-member of that body 
permit me to say that, you forgot to mention 
something that makes all the difference between 
the New York and London police. That is, that 
a Londoh policeman 1s not afraid to do his duty 
for fear some politician will go over his head and 
have him called down, but is terribly afraid that 
if he don’t do_his full duty without fear or fa- 
vor to any one he will lose his position, and he 
knows that if he is guilty no power can save 
him. If-you can get that idea into the heads of 
New York policemen you Will have a police force 
that will be second to none.

A New York “Cop” Compares. the 
Methods Obtaining Here and in 
the British Metropolis. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In you issue of March 10 I see where 
Capt. Piper, hot from Edward's islands, 
states that the New York police compare 
very unfavorably with the London police. 
Capt. Piper in his Interview has uttered a 
few things that are facts, a few things that 
ere not facts, and left unsaid considerable 
that are facts. I happen to know some- 
thing of the subject I write about, and I 
assure your readers my information was 
not gleaned in a few days between the 
American Embassy, a.drive in Hyde Park, 
ana ‘“‘rubbering” around the walls of 
Buckingham Palace. 

Piper reminds mé of the man who writes 
a book upon the habits and manners of a

passed in a railroad train. The New York 
police, if courageously directed, can cope 
with a riotous crowa much bétter than the 
London police. That was proved when 
1.400 New York policemen, thrown into 
Brooklyn a few years ago, accomplished 
mote in a few days than the whole First

yeats previcus. The London police are al- 
ways younger because they are better 
treated, better housed, and are not weighted 
Gown by a lot of old Barhacles held in 
sinecures by ward politicians. 

Married men aré accepted into the London 
force and into every force in the United 
Kingdom save the Royal Irish Constab- 
ulary, where they must have seven years’ 
service before they can obtain permission 
to marry.

In 
cases of strikes or extraordinary riots the 
military are always called out. In busy 
aud troublesome streets there is a man on 
either side. 

Did Piper hear of such a thing in London 
as a ward politician/walking into the Com- 
missioner’s office and demanding the trans- 
fer of a policeman for doing police duty” 
Did Piper hear of the Mayor of London 
issuing ermission to a certain class to 
violate the acts of Parliament, or does he 
believe he would be obeyed if he did? 
Did Piper hear of the Mayor of London 
adroitly trimming his canvas to catch the 
veering breeze, issuing secret orders 10 
District Inspectors to allow the publicans 
of London to violate the provisions of the 
licensing act? Did Piper spend a day in 
the Bow Street Police Court and note 
how police cases are dealt with there? 
Would Piper hear the presiding Magistrate 
there score a policeman for making an ar- 
rest that was not in line with the unlaw- 
ful policy of a partisan Mayor? Would 
Piper see a prisoner sentenced fo six 
months’ imprisonment, and when the po- 
jiceman Came on post next night see that 
fame criminal standing on the corner 
erinning at him? 
if a prisoner gives a London policeman a 
fight the policeman n.akes three separate 
and distinct charges against him, viz.: The 
primary charge and the two additional 
charges of “resisting arrest" and “ as- 
saulting a constable while in the discharge 
ot his duty.” The penalty for each is gsep- 
arate and cumulative, and you may bet 
your last tanner the Magistrate will give 
him the length and breadth of the act of 
Parliament, 

The fundamental principle of English law 
is that it never must command where it 
cannot compel. In London the police are 
invariably supported by the judiciary and 
assisted, not thwarted, by the prosecuting 
officials. No venal politicians can get the 
Magistrate’s ear and have your prisoner 
discharged, and no corru t Crown Prose- 
cutor can pigeonhole an indictment there. 
If a policeman proves his case there you 
may depend upon it his prisoner will enjoy 
the luxury of a Government haircut before 
he sees him again. 

Does Piper imagine for a moment that 
the London “ bobby ” would be deprived of 
his resting hours to attend stupid drills 
and parades? If the London Commissioner 
was guilty of such ineffable idiocy, Kier 
Hardie or “ Labby ’’ would have the Home 
Secretary on the spit every night in the 
House of Commons, Did Piper hear of a 
spy, who spends most of his time in some 
music hall or brothel, come out and make 
a complaint against an officer for twelve 
minutes’ conversation to a citizen? 

Piper did not say to the New York re- 
porters that there are more complaints 
made against the New York policeman in 
one week than there is made against the 
whole London force in one year, The Lon- 
don Commissioner has intelligence enough 
to understand the difference between a 
civil officer who obtains his position by 
warrant of appointment and an enlisted in- 
Strument of warfare that knows no right 
but might and no justice save the sweet 
will of the Corporal. Piper thinks the Lon- 
don police should be ‘“‘ smartly fined,” be- 
cause they don’t keep trotting around like 
the New York men trying to dodge the 
spy Roundsmen. If one of these fellows 
appeared in London he’d soon find himself 
taking a mud-bath in the Thames. 

Piper did not see in London superannuated 
Inspectors and Chiefs disport themselves 
like feudal Princes in steam yachts, having 
blocks of real estate, and fast horses. Did 
Piper find that institution known in New 
York as the wardman, whose sole duty it 
is to graft and pass it up, minus the 10 per 
cent, ? 

Piper seems to be much pleased with the 
manner in which they “get rid of a man 
with a suspicious record.’’ Think you, Capt. 
Piper, would they make a Divisional Inspec- 
tor of a self-confessed blackmailer and per- 
jurer, a man who admits he has wallowed 
in the deepest depths of reeking infamy? 
They don’t hang their squealers, it is true, 
but give such men a job as turnkey in a 
prison at Botany Bay or St. Helena. 

The London “ bobby ”’ is not utterly fro- 
zen out by the wardman, as in New York, 
He does make an odd stamp on the out- 
side. It cannot be called blackmail—rather 
is it known as *‘ tips.”’”’ A London ‘** bobby ”’ 
expects to get his ‘‘ tuppence "’ for answer- 
ing a question, and if Piper offered it he 
would see how quickly he would take it. 
He also makes a few ‘‘ bobs”’ in arousing 
workmen who reside on his post and who 
want to be called at a particular time; 
and he collects that money every Saturday 
night as regularly as he does his. salary. 
In New York the wardman would collect 
that and the poor ‘“eop”* would = get 
pounded if he made the slightest kick. 

The “ bobby " does get his free ‘* booze,”’ 
Mr. Piper, and -you ¢ d°have seen it had 
you traveled around as you have done in 
New York. You could’ see the barmaid 
hand him out his little flask, and this, de- 
spite the fdct that it is a violation of the 
licensing act ‘‘ to supply liquor by gift or 
sale to any policeman on duty.” 

Piper omits to say that the police in Lon- 
don have vastly greater powers under the 
above act than the New York men have 
under the liquor tax law. A policeman there 
can demand admission into licensed prem- 
ises at any hour of the day or night, and if 
he is refused admission the proprietor is 
prosecuted, and a conviction for any viola- 
tion of the act is indorsed upon the license. 

Piper omits to tell the reporters that the 
fat pensions of high officials in London are 
not.paid from the sick time and outrageous 
fines on patrolmen, as is the case in New 
York. There is no such thing as deduc- 
tions for sick time, and the maximum fine 
is £3, to be deducted at the rate of 10s. per 
month. There is no cowardly Captain to 
urge complaints. If a constable is. found 
in error the Inspector calls him into his 
office and advises, himf#and the number of 
scalps upon a superior’s girdle will count 
little toward his advancement. 

The Commissioner is appointed by the 
Government, not by the Mayor, as here. 
Piper did not find in London little more 
than halt the force doing all the work and 
the rest all on velvet. Did Piper go 
through the Euston station and find a 
hundred city police doing the private work 
of the railway company? On the contrary, 
he would have seen severa] employes scat- 
tered around the premises with the words 
** Railway Police’ on their caps. 

Did Piper hear of civil service examina- 
tion papers for appointments and promo- 
tions being sold to candidates before the 
examination? Did P'per -hear of exam- 
iners demanding a large corruption swag, 
and if the stuff was not forthcoming kill- 
ing off the candidate? Did Piper hear ot 
promotions made, and still being made, 
from lists built upon falsified records and 
long green? Did Piper see them in London 
get rid of the mean fifty-cent grafter of 
the Alwell stripe and decorate with gold 
lace and velvet the man who grafts by the 
thousand?

TO FILTER ITHACA WATER 


Cornell University Lends Company 
$150,000 for That Purpose. 


President Schurman Declares Institu- 


tion Will Not Close as Long as 
Any Students Remain. 


ITHACA, March 12.—The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Board of Trustees of Cornell 
University this evening signed an agree- 
ment with the Ithaca Water Works Com- 
pany by which the university loans the 
water company $150,000 for the construction 
of a filtration plant for the City of Ithaca. 

President Schurman appeared before the 
Ithaca City Council three weeks ago and 
made an offer of this loan if the city 
would allow the water company to increase 
its rates enough to pay one-fourth of the 
interest on the loan. That proposition was 
agreed to by the city. The university 
then made its offer to the water com- 
pany, imposing the one condition that the 
filtration plant be completed by Septem- 
ber next and that the university approve 
of the plans. 

The water company employed Allen 
Hazen, an engineer, of New York City, and 
plans drawn up by him were approved to- 
day by the Trustees. The proposed filéra- 
tion plant will be of the, rapid-sand type, 


Work upon the filter at the Cornell reser- 
voir for the water system that supplies 
the university campus already has been 
started. 

President Schurman gave out the follow- 
ing statement to-night: 

The question of a Summer session is in abey- 
ance, depending upon future conditions. The 
university certainly will not close its doors at 
present, nor as long as there are any students 
in Ithaca to receive tnstruction, A very con- 
servative estimate, based upon attendance at 
classes throughout the university to-day, indi- 
cates that fully one-third of the students who 
left town at the height of the epidemic have re- 
turned to their work, and more are coming back 
every day. The university is morally bound to 
give instruction to these students, and the 1,500 
who have stayed throughout the epidemic. There 
2 » doubt that the university will open next 
all, 

It is President Schurman’s practice to 
visit Cornell infirmary and its two annexes 
every day. He said this evening that he 
had seen every one of the student patients 
late this afternoon and found every one of 
them, without exception, improving. Two 
Cornell convalescents were discharged to- 
day. Among the students, the President 


said, the situation is most satisfactory. 


The typhoid fever epidemic has brought 
up a new question of dormitories on the 
campus for Cornell's men students, and 
there is some sentiment among the students 
in favor of the movement. The Cornell 
Daily Sun says to-day: 

Probably there is nothing that would have a 
better effect upon the general public at the 
present time than the erection of a large dorml- 
tory, having perfect sanitary arrangements, 
There ean be no doubt that the announcement 
of Cornell's intention to erect such a building 
would have on prospective students a reassuring 
effect, to be equalled only by the announcement 
that the city will have pure water. 

Referring to that question, President 
Schurman said to-night: ‘‘ The effect of the 
epidemic is to emphasize the need for such 
student homes, where the university can 
have direct supervision over its students. 
In every annual report of the Trustees for 
the last ten years I have urged the erec- 
tion of dormitories, because I consider them 
a vital element in student life. I believe 
that the mere living together has as great 
an educational value for young men as 
the instruction and influence of their pro- 
fessors. The esprit du corps, which is con- 
sidered so notably lacking at Cornell, is 
strong at Harvard, Yale, and Princeton, 
primarily because those universities possess 
dormitories, The disaster of the present 
year has reinforced these arguments more 
than anything else could have done. I have 
received many letters to this effect during 
the past month. 

“We cannot build dormitories, however, 
without gifts from outside. We hope that 
men of means who are interested in the 
university will be impressed by this evi- 
dence of the great need for student homes 
and will come forward with financial aid.” 


HARRIMAN-KEENE POOL FIGHT. 


Union Pacific Interests Deny Spending 
Southern Pacific Earnings En- 
tirely on Central Pacific. 


Representatives of the Union Pacific Rall- 
way, the directing interests in which were 
attacked on Wednesday, in a circular is- 
sued by the representatives of the Keene 
pool in Southern Pacific, for alleged mis- 
management of that road, were inclined 
yesterday to make light of the attack, say- 
ing that it was hardly worth while to 
dignity such charges with a reply, but stat- 
ing that if an answer should be necessary 
either at the stockholders’ meeting or in 
court a complete and detailed refutation 
would be forthcoming. 

They did, however, deny absolutely that 
they were spending money earned by the 
main line of the Southern Pacific entirely 
on the Central Pacific Branch. They also 
stated that the §60,000,000 spent on im- 
provements, to which the circular made 
reference, was the total amount spent dur- 
ing a period of about fifteen years, or at 
the rate of about $4,000,000 a year, which 
on a property of 8, miles was absolutely 
insufficient, 

They stated that on the Union Pacific 
during the three years of the receivership 
much larger sums had been spent, and that 
the Harriman management in the following 
two gears had spent $3,000,000 more on 
the Union Pacific before any dividends 
were declared.

The 
length of the road as a standard gauge 
line from Laredo is now 478 miles, or con- 


ey more than one-half of the entire 
road.

Should the above-described plan be carried out, 
the Borough of Brooklyn will then be connected 
with the Borough of Manhattan by three bridges 
earrying six elevated tracks and ten surface 
tracks, and two tunnels~ carrying four tracks, 
every one of which tracks will have a greater 
carrying capacity than either one of the two 
elevated or two surface tracks on the existing 
bridge. These increased facilities of transfluvial 
transit will in themselves provide the greatest 
single measure of relief that Brooklyn stands in 
need of; there remains, therefore, but to propose 
and to carry into execution as rapidly as pos- 
sible c@rtain extensions of the rapid transit fa- 
cilities in Brooklyn, which will be rendered pos- 
ible by the increase in the terminal facilities in 
Manhattan. These extensions should obviously

MANHATTAN TRANSIT PLAN. 


Manhattan termini 


Ex-Senator Ford at Public Hearing 
Urges the Abolition of Elevated 
Roads—The Up-Town Tunnel. 


A second public hearing on Chief Engi- 
neer Parsons’s transit scheme for Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx was held yesterday aft- 
ernoon before the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion at 320 Broadway. 

Ex-Senator John Ford, author of the Ford 
Franchise Tax bill, took occasion to make 
a speech in which he said the commission 
ought not to adopt plans for improving 
elevated railroads, but should adopt the 
policy of ridding the city of such roads al- 
together. He said both elevated roads and 
surface tracks ought to be abandoned, ulti- 
mately, inf the down-town district, leaving 
the streets entirely free for trucks, other 
vehicles, and pedestrians. 

“Don’t give the elevated a longer lease 
on life,’’ he said. ‘“‘ The elevated ovght to 
be made to put its tracks under the sur- 
face, at least down town. Its franchise 
will expire before the term of the first sub- 
way contract has elapsed, and the city has 
power to make it depress its road. I think 
peer should be given to the commission 
to make such arrangements.”’ 

After he had commended the Parsons 
plan for the. north of the city, the ex-Sen- 
ator~gaid he saw no reason why the city 
should pay for building any future lines. 
He explained that. under.the present ar- 
rangement the city might give the under- 
ground syndicate a contract for $25,000,000, 


and in forty-six years the interest paid on 
the bonds by the contractor would refund 
anole sum.

that it is in the hands of one syndicate. 
We can get better terms than we did, and 
there is no. reason for seventy-five-year 
leases.any longer.

Railway, saying it made no effort to give 
Seats to its passengers, even outside of 
rush hours, Mr. Ford declared that the 
laws now on the books to govern the ele- 
vated roads of this city contained as ade- 
quate provisions for protecting the public 
as were embodied in the MeDonald con- 
tract for the Manhattan-Bronx subway. 

“Those provisions are no more binding,” 
he said, ‘‘ than the charter of the Manhat- 
tan Elevated Company is binding on it. 
The question is the enforcement of the law. 
It doesn’t do any good to have it unless it 
is enforced. The elevated deliberately does 
not obey. How do we know others will 
obey, no matter what is in their con- 
tracts?” 

David Einstein, representing many mer- 
chants of the dry goods district, appeared 
with a petition signed by hundreds of 
names. He made his plea against the pro- 
posed tunnel down Wooster and Church 
Streets, with its terminals at Broadway 
and Forty-second Street and at the Bat- 
tery. West Broadway, he urged, was much 
better for the new line than Wooster and 
Church Streets. 

Isaac Boehm, Vice President of the Bor- 
ough Realty Company, argued in behalf of 
the Lexington Avenue tunnel. 

‘“*It will be much more serviceable there 
than if built further east,’’ he said. ‘‘ The 
people who live east of Third Avenue have 
plenty of facilities. I myself, for instance, 
living near Madison Avenue, have to walk 
about half a mile to “get to an elevated 


station.”’ 
Mr. Boehm’s remarks were in reply to 


the petitions that First Avenue ought to be 
used for the east side line. In support of 
the latter plan many men appeared at the 
first hearing. and Mr. Wickers was there 
again this time, arguing that Lexington 
Avenue was too narrow, and that a line 
under it was merely in the interest of the 
New York Central Railroad. 


THE CITY’S TRANSPORTATION. 


Mr. Vreeland Says More Passengers Are 
Carried Locally Than.on All the 
Country’s Steam Railroads. 


Herbert H. Vreeland, President of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company, de- 
livered the fifth addréss of the series of 
Winter lectures before the Men’s Club of 
the Judson Memorial, 53 Washington Square 
South, last night, his subject being ‘‘ Transit 
Facilities in New York.”’ 

In telling of the difficulties of the trans- 


portation problem in New York, and_es- 
pecially on Manhattan Island, where within 
a limited few hours at different periods of 
the day, all the travel is in one direction, 
he gave statistics of the results accom- 
plished. by the surface railways of New 
York as compared with the steam roads of 
the. United States and said that whereas 


all the steam roads of the country in the 
last year had transported 610,000,000 pas- 
sengers, the local transportation of New 
York City had been 700,000,000. Of this 
number he said the surface and elevated 
railways had transperted 620,000,000, or 
about 10,000,000 more than all the steam 
railroads of the country in the same space 
of time. 

Of the cost of the work he said the Met- 
ropolitan Railway Company since he had 
been connected with it had expended more 
than $70,000,000 on construction and im- 
provement and had brought its equipment 
up to the highest modern standard of serv- 
jee and convenience, though there still were 
registered nearly as mahy complaints from 
passengers as in the old days of horse pow- 
er and inferior service. On this su fect 
Mr. Vreeland said that if all the complaints 
and demands for the discharge of employes 
were acted on, the road would change its 
entire force of employes every year. 

Of the complaint that the surface rail- 
way care are slow, he said that it was not 
the province of the surface railway to sup- 
ply rapid transit, and that the moment the 
attempt was made the surface road would 
have entered a field that did not belong to 
it. Rapid transit, he asserted, was a mat-

The preliminary step toward the merging 
of the North Jersey Street Railway Com- 
pany, the Jersey City, Hoboken and Pater- 
son Railway Company, the Orange and 
Passaic Valley Railwtiy Company, and the 
Elizabeth, Plainfield and Central Railway 
Company was taken at the offi¢es of the 
North Jersey Company in Jersey City yes- 
terday, when the Directors of the com- 
panies first named met severally and aft- 
erward jointly to consider a proposition 
submitted by Thomas A. Neyins, who is a 
Director of the Elizabeth, Plainfield and 
Central Railway Company. 

The sessions were held behind closed 
doors, but when the final meeting ad- 
journed a statement was given out by E. 
F. C. Young, President of the North Jersey 
and also President of the First National 
Bank of Jersey City. This statement was 
as follows: 

“Mr. E. F. C. Young, in reply to an in- 
quiry with, reference to recent publica- 
tions regarding the proposed lease of street 
railways, stated that at a meeting to-day 
of the boards of the several companies a 
committee, consisting of E. F. C. Young, 
President of the First National Bank of 
Jersey City; John D. Crimmins, Vice Pres- 
ident of the City Trust Company of New 
York; A. J. Cassatt, President of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company; Randal Mor- 
gan, Vice President of the United Gas 
Improvement Company; John I. Waterbury, 
President of the Manhattan Trust Com- 
pany, New York, and Thomas N. McCarter, 
Vice President of the Fidelity Trust Com- 
pany of Newark, were appointed to con- 
sider the propositions submitted and report 
thereon in due course.”’ 

From other sources it was leatned that 
Mr. Nevins, the promoter of the merger, 
proposes to unite all the companies under 
the management of a new corporation, to 
be known as the United New Jersey Rail- 
ways Company, leases of the existing roads 
to be taken for 999 years. The new com- 
pany will be capitalized at $50,000,000, and 
it will pay all operating and other charges 
of the leased companies, including all re- 
pairs and extensions necessary to bring the 
roads to a high state of efficiency. 

The new company is also to place $4,000,- 
000 in the hands of a trustee as a guaran- 
tee of its performance of the conditions. 
This fund may be invested in the bonds of 
the leased companies or in any other safe 
securities. No dividends are to be paid un- 
til July 1, 1904, when a dividend of 1% per 
cent. shall be paid. After that there is to 
be a fractional increase yearly until 1913, 
when the maximum will be reached. This 
will be 4 per cent. to the North Jersey and 
3 per cent. to. the other lines. 


| DISTRICT ATTORNEY MAKES 


NO METROPOLITAN STATEMENT. 


Mr. Jerome Says He Does Not Question 
Motives of Complainants Who Fur- 
nish Evidence with Charges. 


Metropolitan Street Railway stock 
dropped 1% points on the market yester- 
day, after having gained 1% on the day 
previous, just after the publication of the 
statement that District Attorney Jerome 
was investigating alleged illegalities in the 
company’s financial affairs. 

The District Attorney announced yester- 
day morning that he was prepar/ag a for- 
mal document containing his views on the 
charges and the matter in general, Late 
in the afternoon, when the score of news- 
papér men invaded his office in accordance 
with the daily custom, Mr. Jerome said: 

“TI had intended to give out a statement, 
but I shall not do so to-night.” 

He explained that the statement had been 
prepared, but then he engaged in a tele- 
phone conversation with counsel for the 
Metropolitan system, As a result of that 
conversation he discovered that he had not 
understood properly what he had thought 
Was an understanding between himself and 
the company’s lawyers. What that un- 
derstanding was he declined to say. 

“I thought we agreed on the matter,’’ he 
added, “‘but over the telephone I have 
learned that there is some doubt as to 
whether we understood each other. Until 
the doubt is cleared up I cannot say any- 
thing about the matter.” 

De Lancey Nicoll, one of the company’s 
lawyers, had nothing to say. He was asked 
if the company was preparing to prosecute 
those whom it charges with having pub- 
lished the fraud allegations. There was 
nothing to say about this, nor was any- 
thing to be learned as to whether the com- 
pany had agreed to open its books to the 

istrict Attorney for inspection. 

Stephen Little, the expert accountant 
who examined the books and said that the 
company’s accounts were al lIright, was 
not in his offiee at 100 Broadway when a 
reporter called yesterday. A business as- 
sociate in the office said: 

“You need not ask Mr, Little for any 
information. All he has to say is given out 
through Mr. Vreeland.” 

Mr, Little's original statement, issued by 
the Metropolitan officials, was a contradic- 
tion of the deductions reached by Messrs. 
Hertle and Teichmann, the accountants 
empioyed by unknown parties to ferret out 
wrong in the Metropolitan's reports to the 
State Railroad Commission. 

William N. Amory, whom President Vree- 
land charged with stock-jobbing motives 
in instigating published-accusations against 
the company, issued a formal denial of Mr. 
Vreeland’s assertions. He said he was not 
discharged from the empboy of the Third 
Avenue Kailroad Company, as Mr. Vree- 
land stated, but resigned voluntarily. Nor 
had he stirred up charges against the 
Metropclitan for stock-jobbing purposes. 

District Attorney Jerome, in response to 
questions, said just before he left his office: 

“I do not consider motives of people who 
come to this office to make complaints. It 
is not a question for me to decide as to the 
underlying causes which bring people here 
to make charges, so long as they have the 
evidence of the commission of crime, As 
long as they have that, I must take it for 
granted that they come on account of 
moral obligations as citizens.”’

Auctioneer Admits Don Eugenio Faria 
Goanzales de Teixeira Never Saw at 
Least Part of the Collections. 


The second of the six days’ “sale ex- 
traordinary,” in which “the magnificent 
house and its furnishings, 918 West End 
Avenue, corner of One Hundred and Fifth 
Street, formerly occupied by Don Eugenio 
Faria Goanzales de Teixeira, Marquis of 
Aguila Branca, a member of one of the 
foremcst families in Brazil,” are being dis- 
posed of at public auction, was held yes- 
terday. 

In the day’s sale the remaining 235 of 
the 307.articles which went to make up the 
x furnishings"’ of the front and back 
“boul rs’? on the third floor were dis- 
posed f, together with 113 of the 360 that 
comprised the contents of the ‘‘ Turkish” 
room, an apartment on the ground floor 
about 10 by 12 feet in size, To-day the bal- 
ance of the “ furnishings” of the “ Turk- 
ish’’ room will be sold and a small start 
made on the “music” room, which will be 
finished the following day, so that some 
little inroad may be made before Sunday 
upon the 835 articles having to do, directly 
or indirectly, with the dining room. 

This all does not mean, of course, that 
Don Eugenio Faria de Teixeira, Marquis of 
Aguila Branca, stocked his house, in the 
course of his unfortunate existence in New 
York, with ail these things, which, taken 
together, constitute some small part of the 
2,388 articles catalogued in the sale. 

If one asks the auctioneer he will be told 
that the pretense of the sale is simply to 
offer an opportunity unparalleled to obtain 
rare and costly articles which have been 
“ collected,”” by whom he does not say, 
but certainly not by Teixeira. The only 
thing in the entire auction which, it is 
claimed, was “ collected’’ by Don Eugenio 
Faria de Teixeira, is the house itself, which 
bears on its four corners and in other 
places evidences of his fantastic tastes in 
the shape of hanging beacons with electric 
globes shining through colored glass. 

A reporter yesterday asked Benjamin 8. 
Wise of 19 West One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street, who is conducting the sale, if 
the things sold were supposed to have be- 
longed to Don Eugenio de Teixeira. 

‘Not at all,’ replied Mr. Wise. ‘ We 
only say in our advertisements and cata- 
logue that the house which Teixeira occu- 
pied and its contents will be sold. The 
contents are collections made in different 
places.”’ 

“You do not pretend, then, that Mr. 
Teixeira had anything to do with these 
* collections ’?”’ i 

“No. Some of the articles may have 
been his, but certainly all were not.’’ 

“Then you are merely using this house, 
which is to be sold at auction, as a place 
for holding this general sale of goods?”’ 

“That's about the size of it.” 

Teixeira was quite a collector of housed 
during his New York career, although this 
one in which he made his home is the only 
one about to be sacrificed to the public at 
auction. Within the eat door, if one 
looks up, he will see himself reflected in 
the French plate mirrors of the low ceil+ 
ing. The ‘music room,” according to the 
cataloghe, bears on its walls, although 
well covered up just now by between nine- 
teen and twenty-seven pictures, strange 
frescoes, the like of which had not been 
geen until de Teixeira made them. A re- 
ception room the other side of the door is 
illuminated by a _ score of incandescent 
globes half concealed in a double cotling. 
and the .‘“‘ Turkish ’’ den beyond, the only 
comfortable one place that has thus 
far met the eye, hung with fantastic 
draperies, 

In the second floor and floors above the 
rooms, while evidently rather rish in 
taste in their original decorations, are 
more like the abodes of civilization, except 
for amateurish carvings of coats of arms 
complicated with heraldic devices. At 
present, however, most of these coats of 
arms are concealed by pictures. What 
space is spared from the pictures is taken 
up with pottery. 


AUNTIE VAN DYKE’S MEMORY. 


She Remembers Having Seen Washing- 
ton, but Was Never Patted on the 
Head by Lafayette. 


“ Auntie"’ Van Dyke, who, it is claimed, 
is one hundred and twelve years old, cele- 
brated the anniversary of her birth yester- 
day afternoon at the Lincoln Mission, 1,699 
Atlantic Avenue, Brooklyn. The centena- 
rian, who still retains all her faculties, re- 
ceived her friends at the mission and was 
the recipient of flowers and other gifts 
from them. j 

The aged. woman has been called “‘ Auntie”’ 
for so long a time that her Christian name 
seems to have been quite forgotten. She 
makes her home at 1,810 Atlantic Avenue 
with Mrs. Sarah Brown, with whom she has 
lived since 1875. ‘* Auntie,” it is declared, 


was born a slave and was the property of 


Daniel Cortelyou, who was a farmer in 
New Utrecht. 

‘“‘She does not know her own age,”’ said 
Mrs. Brown yesterday, speaking of “‘ Aun- 
tie.’ ‘I learned, however, from an old 
book belonging to the Cortelyou family that 
she was born in 1791. According to that, 
she is one hundred and twelve years old.”’ 

In line with most other centenarians, 
“ Auntie ’’ remembers seeing George Wash- 
ington. Strange as it may seem, however, 
she was never patted on the head by La- 


fayette, 

“Oh, yes, I remember. Mr.__Wash- 
ington,”’ she said. yesterday. ‘‘He used 
to come down on horseback to see my 
old master. There was another man come 
sometimes who was a Captain and had a 
regiment. My master was a farmer, and I 
was sold to him by his sister. I had eight 
children. All were born in slavéry and 
most of them died in slavery.’’ 

‘* Auntie,”’ according to the statement of 
her age given by Mrs. Brown, must have 
been only eight years old when Washing- 
ton died, and the fact that she can recall 
seeing at this tender age the Father of His 
Country riding down to the old farm in 
New Utrecht is regarded by some of her 
friends as showing that her memory has 
not yet grown very weak. 


OBJECTED. TO DEATH SHIP. 


Special Gang of Stevedores Had to be 
Found to Unioad Karamania’s Cargo.

They Want 56 1-4 Cents an Hour Here 
and 50 Cents Elsewhere—American 
Bridge Official. 


Demands on behalf of most of the local 
unions of structural iron workers through- 
out the United States for a new agreement, 
to go into effect May 1, were in the hands 
of the manufacturers and contractors yes- 
terday, and will be acted on within a week 
or two by the employers. With the excep- 
tion of this city it was said the wages de- 
manded all. over the country will be for a 
uniform rate of 50 cents an hour. In 
Cleveiand the wages are 35 cents an hour, 
and in other cities they range all the way 
up to 50 cents an hour. . 

The structural iron manufacturers, it 
was learned yesterday, are likely to agree 
to a demand for 50 cents an hour in the 
principal cities, but have set that figure as 
the limit. In New York the wages demand- 
ed on May 1 are 56% cents an hour, or $4.50 
a day for a working day of eight hours, 
and if strikes of structural iron workers 
take place to enforee the demands New 
York wiil be the storm centre, 

J. W. Johnson, Secretary-Treasurer of 
the International Bridge and! Structural 
Iron Workers’ Association, is now in this 
city, and will make New York his head- 
quarters until after May 1 at least. He ad+ 
mitted yesterday that a proposed new 


agreement was now in the hands of the 
iron manufacturers and contractors on be- 
half of the Housesmiths, Bridgemen and 
Structural Workers’ Union of New York, 
which embodied a demand for an increase 
of wages from $4 to $4.50 a day. 

“‘“As to a uniform rate of wages,’ he 
said, ‘“‘that would be all right in cities 
outside of New York. But in New York 
the standard of living is higher than any 
other city in the United States; and the 
wages have to be higher. It costs more to 
live in New York than in any other city.” 

He said that the demands had simply 
been: sent to the different contractors. he 
unions would. wait until a week or two be- 
fore May 1 to hear from_the employers. 
Then, if they were refused, strikes would 
follow. t 

A representative of the American Bridge 
Company said yesterday that he believed 
the structural iron manufacturers, who 
have recently formed a National associa- 
tion, would not make a fight against a uni- 
form wage scale of 50 cents an hour. it 
would,. however, resist any demand for 
higher wages than 50 cents. 

“As to this company,’’ he said, ‘‘ we do 
not object to meeting committees of the 
union, even if all the members of the com- 
mittees are not our own employes, if they 
want to discuss matters. I have no objec- 
tion to unions, but. when a union, as the 
Housesmiths and Bridgemen’s Datos has 
done, fixeF its initiation fee at $100 to re- 
strict its membership and then insists that 
we on!y employ union meén, it Is carrying 
matters too far. Many times the union 
could not furnish us with enough men, 
and w Pie had to employ non-union men, 
We tol the delegates of this, and they ad- 
mitted it. An initiation fee of $100 is pro- 


hibitive to many competent workingmen.”

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PROOFS OF PROSPERITY. 

Our experts of domestic products for 
the month of February show an increase 
of $20,266,966, as compared with Feb- 
ruary of last year. In cotton alone there 
Was an increase of $12,654,565, and 
breadstuffs incréased $5,885,256. In cat- 
tie and hogs, in meat and dairy prod- 
ucts and mineral oils, an increase is also 
reported, 
For the eight months beginning July 1 
and ending March 1 our exports are still 
$18,172,749 below the record of the corre- 
sponding months a year ago. But if the 
record of the current month is as favora- 
bie as that of February, the showing will 
be reversed and a gain recorded for the 
fiscal year up to April 1. The higher 
price of cotton is, of course, reflected in 
the extraordinary gain in the export of 
that staple. 
The iron output for the week of March 
tT, as reported by The Iron Age, shows an 
increase of 12,222 tons over the week of 
Feb. 1. The’gain over March 1, 1902, is 
24,623 tons. The week of March 1 es- 
tablishes a new high record, 355,533 gross 
tons. The previous high record was the 
weck of May 1 of last year. The num- 
ber of furnaces in. operation and their 
output is the best-known measure of 
business activity. 
There is comfort in these figures for 
the despondent. If men will only raise 
their eyes from the ticker and look about 
them they will cease to indulge in gloomy 
forecasts of the country’s business. Two 
gentlemen in Wall Street may quarrel 
Over a railroad. Persons affected with a 
bearish interest may attack corporations 
and institute strike proceedings in the 
courts.

DEFEAT BY POSTPONEMENT. 

If the Mouse of Representatives were 
in session and favorably disposed to the 
treaty with Cuba the amendment ac- 
cepted in the Senate yesterday providing 
that the treaty shall not take effect un- 
til “approved by the Congress” would 
be of little importance, As a matter of 
fact, most treaties sooner or later involve 
expenditure, and as the House holds the 
purse-strings its consent is essential to 
their going into full effect. In the case 
of a reciprocity treaty, the House by its 
initiative ih respect to revenue laws is 
in a position to give or to withhold its 
assent to the conventions agreed to by 
the treaty-making power. But by ac- 
cepting this amendment to the Cuban 
treaty the Senate voluntarily divests 
itself of the power to ratify. Even should 
the treaty be approved by a two-thirds 
vote, it would not be a ratified treaty. 
It must waif till the House assembles in 
December, and after this exhibition of 
what may be propelly called double-deal- 
ing ima Senate controlled by Republican 
protectionists it is altogether unsafe 1o 
jump at conclusions concerning the ac- 
tion of a Republican House. 

The supporters of the treaty have 
fought and run away, but they cannot 
claim that they will iive to fight another 
day. The fight is now transferred to the 
House, where they have no standing as 
combatants. It is hardly going too far 
to say that the treaty is for the time be- 
ing defeated. It is certainly cheated of 
its purpose, which was to afford imme- 
diate relief to commerce between the 
United States and Cuba, now hindered 
and hampered by exorbitant customs 
taxes. The Senate of Cuba. has ratified 
the treaty, and the news of its ratifica- 
tion was received with joy and enthu- 
siasm throughout the island. It is a 
measure of relief for Cuban planters, it 
opens wide to them the door of prog- 
perity. It gives them access to our mar- 
kets on better ierms than their Euro- 
pean competitors, and by its reciprocal 
features enables them to supply them- 
selves at lower prices with products im- 
ported from this country. It is a relief 
that we have repeatedly promised them 
that we are under moral obligations to 
give. With great fortitude they have 
thus far borne the injustice involved in 
one year’s postponement of the treaty. 
Now the Senate hardheartedly puts them 
off for another year, and there is mo as- 
surance that even then the trédty will be 
finally ratified and go into effect. If the 
beet sugar interests and the other pro- 
tected interests, having secured a post- 
ponement from the Senate, continue with 
determination their obstructive work, 
who cati say what they may not ac- 
complish in the House next. Winter? 

it is a shameful chapter of pure self- 
ishness and greed, and not the least 
shameful part of it is the stupid course

TREES ON HIGHWAYS. 

The bill to encourage the planting of 
trees on highways of the State, which 
was introduced to the Senate at Albany 
by Mr. McCLELLAND early last month, 
is also a bill to prevent the wanton de- 
struction of trees on our public roads. 
A similar bill was introduced to the As- 
sembly by Mr. WaINWRIGHT. The latter 
has been referred back to the Committee 
on Internal Affairs, where it will bé 
discussed next Tuesday—or smothered! 

Protection of highway trees is needed 
against the axes of anybody and every- 
body who at present seem able to dis- 
pose of shade trees at their own sweet 
will, because not actually within the 
fence lines of adjacent property, and 
sometimes against the property owners 
themselves, who have anysidea that they 
own to the iddle of the road. The 
worst offenders, however, because sys- 
tematic and lawless in their proceedings, 
are the telephone, steam, and trolley 
lines. . These gentry should be brought 
up with a round turn, and where they 
destroy or mutilate public property they 
should bé forced to pay damages. 

Not content with having the use of the 
highways and the “ right of way,” as the 
motormen, for instance, calmly claim 
when they run down a President of the 
United States whose carriage dares to 
cross their tracks, they fell, cut, and 
Slash trees as if we were still in Colonial 
days, with more firewood and fencing 
material than we know what to do with. 
Already the steam railways are said to 
have arranged an amendment which Is 
to take all the force from the bill and 
make it useless so far as giving real pro- 
tection to the people is concerned, and it 
is plain that the same wires which were 
pulled last year to entrap the bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Hennessey are laid in 
secret to do the new bill to death. It re- 
mains to be seen whether the Legislature 
will permit this important measure for 
the public good to be strangled for the 
temporary benefit of selfish interests. 

All who love good roads as pleasant 
Ways on which to walk or drive, all who 
realize that shade trees, like good road- 
beds, build up a countryside, add to the 
Wealth of the farmers, and increase the 
value of property, and all who appre- 
ciate the value of keeping trees fn plenty 
because they regulate the rainfall should 
make their influence felt at Albany in 
order to head off the steam and olec- 
tric interests in their underhand moves 
against the public weal. They are worse 
than the gypsy moth and the elm-trce 
beetle, for in their crasé stupidity they 
ruin the trees outright, apparently un- 
aware that by so doing they harm their 
own future, but perhaps indifferent to 
the future so long as they can economize 
now by looting public goods. Those who 
drive in Westchester and other suburbs 
are particularly urged to fight these 
lines, because their destructiveness is 
greater near a large city than elsewhere, 
and it is just the country near cities 
which should be most protected, because 
there the greatest number of citizens and 
owners of real estate will suffer. This 
bill is permissive in that it allows Com- 
missioners of Highways to issue permits 
to property owners to loc&te and plant 
trees on highways adjoining their land; 
it is protective in that it declares un- 
lawful to remove, cut down, girdle, mu- 
tilate, injure, or disfigure such shade 
trees without permission of the Commus- 
sioners and without opportunity being 
given to such property owners as are in- 
terested to be heard. 

The bill is one that is perfectly fair 
and can be obstructed only by those who 
are striving to evade proper respon:i- 
bilities. If it fails again in this moder- 
ate form the persons who have killed it 
should be brought into the open. 


SHIPS THAT PASS IN THE NIGHT. 

Is the twentieth century to see a new 
development of the sailing ship, as the 
nineteenth saw its waning? Certain 
things point that way, although the 
greatest of all steamers has hardly com- 
pleted her maiden trip. Both in Germany 
and in this country new large iron and 
steel sailing vessels, often with auxiliary 
engines for hoisting sail, or even to give 
steerage way in port, are beginning to 
offer serious competition for heavy 
freight. They are slower and less to be 
depended on than steamers, but they can 
be propelléd more cheaply, and with the 
eost of coal rising this difference grows 
more important. 

This competition of sailing vessels has 
little direct Hearing on passengers and 
fast freight, for the uncertainty of wind 
is too great, but every fall in interest 
rates adds to the classes of goods on 
which time is 4 minor consideration and 
diminishes the comparative advantage of 
the steamer. With the great increase in 
capital in the werld, and especially with 
the huge amounts of gold now being pro- 
duced, interest rates will probably con- 
tinue to fall, as for a century they have 
been falling notwithstanding great occa- 
sional disturbances. In case there is no 
great destruction of wealth by wars, it 
seems hot impossible that in twenty 
years 2 per cent. or even less may be- 
come the miling rate on geod security. 
Great borrowers are préparing for this 
by reserving in their bond issues the 
right to redeem, generally after ten 
years, at a considerable premium in case 
rates fall to a point where such conver- 
sion would be profitable. | 

But any -considerable fall in interest 
rates will havea secondary effect on the 
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transportation problem greatly outweigh- 
ing interest on the cost of goods in tran- 
sit. This lies in its influence on the 
price of coal. Of course coal tends to rise 
in value as the fields are exhausted, but 
with present interest rates this increase 
is so slow as to’ be negligible. At 5 per 
cent. eompound interest money doubles 
in about fourteefi years. Few expect the 
price of unmined coal to double in that 
time, so at present there is a rush to 
market it as quickly as possible. But at 
2 per c@nt. money only doubles in about 
thirty-four years, and with any approach 
to thig rate it might be more profitable 
to wait for higher prices. Every fall in 
juterest will have more or less effect in 
raising the price of all products of which 
the total supply id decreasing if the de- 
mand is constant. 

This will have its effect even on the 
passenger trade. The Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse burns 4,000 tons of coal in 
crossing the ocean once, and the 
Deutschland is so much more voracious 
that she can carry only 700 tons of 
freight besides the mails and passengers. 
This burden is becoming too grievous to 
be borne with the increasing cost of coal, 
and unless more economical engines can 
be devised the cost for high speeds will 
hecome prohibitery. The turbine engine 
offers a possibility of improvement, but 
so far these have been built only on a 
small “scale, and even so cannot compete 
in economy with recent explosion en- 
gines, burning either oil or gas. These 
are already in successful operation on 
shore in sizes up to 1,500 horse power for 
a single engine, and are said to be able 
to run on 0.75 pound of coal in the form 
of gas per horse power per hour, while 
the best that can be done with quadru- 
ple expansion engines is about 1.50 
pounds, and the ordinary tramp steamer 
uses nearer 4 pounds. A new gas engine 
recently put on the market claims to get 
as low as 6.60 pound, and it seems as if 
the immensely greater economy of this 
form of power must soon displace the 
present type of engine everywhere on the 
ocean, though so far naphtha launches 
secom to be the only marine adaptation of 
this principle, and as if the future com- 
petition would be between such engines 
and gail power with auxiliary engines. 

The steel sailing vessel is an accom- 
plished fact, and we shall probably see 
a wider employment of wind power for 
heavy freight over the parts of the ocean 
where wind abounds, and this is likely 
to remain an important factor, if inter- 
est rates decline, for many years, even if 
the explosion engine is developed at once 
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“A NOTORIOUS CHARACTER.” 


Mr. VREELAND of the Metropolitan 
Railway Company has publicly described 
Mr. WILLIAM N. Amory, sometime of the 
Third Avenue Railway Company, as a 
“notorious character.” Mr. AMorRy re- 
joins by denying that he is a notorious 
character, and defying Mr. VREELAND to 
prove it. We have no expectation that 
the person whom Mr. Amory might call 
“one” VREELAND Will take up this chal- 
lenge from the person whtm Mr. VREE- 
LAND has actually called “ one” Amory. 
It is, however, interesting to consider 
whether one (1) Amory has any legal 
redress against one (1) VREELAND, either 
for the adjective or for.the numeral. 

Without doubt, both designations were 
intended to be contemptuous. The Cent- 
ury Dictionary says of “notorious”: 
“When used attributively, the word now 
commonly implies some circumstance of 
disadvantage or discredit.” But this is 
not necessarily the case. There are per- 
sons hidden in spite of themselves whom 
it would delight to have themselves spo- 
ken of in print as notorious, even though, 
and even because, the imputation, if it 
be an imputation, was so inapplicable. 
But we are not prepared to admit that 
‘* notorious” is necessarily a defamatory 
epithet, nor does our lexicographical au- 
thority say so. Without question, a 
“difficulty ” might “He” in Columbia, 
S. C., if one Columbian chose to resent 
the epithet, as it might about any other 
word, though colorless or even laudatory 
in itself, from which he might conceive 
offense. But surely DaNn1IEL O’CoNNELL’sS 
fishwife, who burst into tears upon be- 
ing called a “ parallelopiped,’”’ could not 
have maintained an action for the misap- 
plication to her of that term. And the 
question is not whether a difficulty would 
lie in Columbia, but whether a lawsuit 
would lie in New York upon the ground 
that one (1) VREELAND had done so 
about one (1) Amory. Of course, the 
burden of proof of Amory’s notoriety 
would lie upon VREELAND. Amory could 
not be expected to prove his non-noto- 
riety. But Amory would be compelled 
to show his injury, while VREELAND 
would have no difficulty Imshowing that 
Amory had been connected with events 
of common (or preferred) notoriety. 
Upon the whole we are inclined to be- 
lieve that Mr. VREELAND Adopted his 
phrase “a notorious character” under 
sound legal advice. 

Not that he “ gave out” his statement 
under sound literary advice, For it is\ 
true, and could be shown in court, that } 
in the same sentence in which he im- 
puted notoriety to Amory he quite# 
broke the force of that imputation { 
by an incompatible imputation. “One 
AmMoRY, a notorious character,” will not 
do at all. It is true that both “one” 
and “a notorious character” are offen- 
sive and contemptuous expressions, and 
were doubtless intended so to be “in 
this connection.” But there is no con- 
nection. There is only a contradiction. 
To call a man “one.” is to defame him 
by intimating, that he is obscure. It 
marks him for identification. The conno- 
tation of “ ohe ” is ‘‘a man I never heard 
of.” Now, evidently a.man of whom Mr. 
VREELAND never heard, and of whom 
he intimates that nobody else ever heard, 
cannot at the same time be “a notorious 
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mations devour each other ani leave 
Amory in the 1 sunlight of publicity 
at the bottom of @ dark cellar. 

Thus we see that, even in our angriest 
moments, we should not permit our dis- 
respect for the man who has prowoked 
us to destroy our respect for the English 
language.

THE .REGENTS. 

Bishop Doane, in a letter to The’Trib- 
une, puts the argument for the Regents’ 
Educational Unification bill briefly and 
convincingly: 


Which is wiser, to put the entire public 
education of the State into a department! 
Hable to perpetual changes of methods, de-; 
pendent upon the varieties of political pow-* 
er and the individual preferences of chang- | 
ing Superintendents, with the inevitable ‘ 
tendency to adapt itself, not to the best 
methods of education, but the wishes and 
interests of party, leaving to the Regents 
only the care of the academies and colleges, 
of the State Library, arid of the museum, 
or to unify the entire enducational system 
of the State under the constitutional body, 
whose one and only aim has been and must 
be to perfect it at every point? 


A legislator animated by a sincere: re- 
gard for the welfare of the State’s edu- 
cational system would admit the force 
of this reasoning. A legislator who gives 
his first thought to the welfare of party, 
who sees great possibilities of political 
power in the control of the schools, would 
disregard the .Bishop’s argument and 
give his support to the Brown bili, which 
aims to strip the Regents of their au- 
thority and their usefulness. 

The fight against the Regents has been 
long and bitter. If the change is once 
made, if the Department of Public In- 
struction is made a bureau of the Board 
of Regents, if the schools are once taken 
out of politics, it is safe to say that the 
policy thus adopted would not be re- 
versed. The politicians feel that it is 
now or never with them. The very activ- 
ity and earnestness with which they 
make the contest shows how high a 
value they set upon political control of 
the schools, It is time to end the fight, 
time to vest the full authority over the 
schgols in the hands of the constitution- 
al body created for its exercise. The en- 
actment of the Regents’ bill would ac- 
complish these objects. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——When the American sanitarians, mili- 
tary and other, began the work of cleaning 
up the Cuban cities, they found that they 
had before them the task of removing the 
accumulated filth of centuries, and their’ 
various reports, as the work progressed, 
made revelations as to the long-established 
habits of the Cubafis that astonished the 
world and filled the Cubans themselves 
with resentful humiliation. Now that an 
epidemic has done for Ithaca what a war 
did for Havana and Santiago—subjected the 
elty to the inspection of outsiders with 
eyes to see and the courage to tell the 
truth without regard for local sensibilities— 
it is discovered that for many years a 
community without one of the excuses that 
could be offered for the Cubans has been 
violating the commonest laws of health, if 
not to quite the same extent as did the much- 
scolded islanders, at least in the same 
way, and there is some reason for suspect- 
ing that even the difference in extent was 
due rather to the comparative youth and 
better climate of Ithaca than to any éssen- 
tial superiority of its inhabitants in the 
way of a desire to be clean as well as to 
seem clean. There, as in Cuba, it has been 
“ out of sight, out of mind,” and even now, 
when all the veils have been torn away 
from all the horrors, the proposition is to 
intrust the work of reform to a board com- 
posed of three Republicans and three Dem- 
octats! Why, in the name of common 
sense, not put it in the hands of one or 
more qualified sanitarians? So far as we 
know, no pure water issue separates the 
two political parties, and the need for bal- 
ancing one of them against the other on 
such a matter is, to say the least of it, not 
obvious. But there, the new board will 
have some patronage at Its disposal, some 
contracts to give out, some inftuence to 
exert on votes, and our astonishment is 
only a pretense. Political advantages cannot 
be forgotten for such a little thing as an 
epidemic of typhoid fever. 


——With a severity that would have been 
hard indeed to bear if it did not contain @ 
conselatory note of sorrow, The Augusta 
(Ga.) Chronicle says that if we were not 
“lacking in discernment” we would not 
have had to ask why so many of our corre- 
spondents protésted against a relaxation of 
the law prohibiting the maltreatment of 
cattle in transit, while not one of them 
had denounced the attempt to re-establish 
the allotment system under which the 
wages of sailors used to go into the pock- 
ets of crimps and Captains. “ The differ- 
ence of which Tum Times complains,”’ de- 
clares The Chronicle, ‘is, wé think, easily 
found when sought for. It is simply be- 
eause the sailor is regarded as a man, an 
intelligent human being that can take care 
of himself. The sight of a trainload of 
cattle being rushed without food or water 
to the shambles is often seen and rouses 
pity save in the breasts of the utterly cal- 
lous. On the other hand, ‘eyes that grow 
dim at the sight of a beaten hound’ over- 
look altogether Jack Tar ang never, in- 
deed, see the squalid sections of the water 
fronts of sallaasha of which the sailor is 
the mainstay and the prey.’ As precisely 
this thecry, in somewhat less poetical lan- 
guage, had been offered by ourselves as an 
explanation which did not excuse public in- 
difference to the robbery of sailors, The 
Chronicle cannot fairly expect us to be 
much impressed by what was.certainly, in 
its case, easily found. It takés considerable 
pains, also, to prove that we were right in 
the contention that sailors are about as 
helpless to protect. themselves as the cat- 
tle are, so we are at an utter loss to see 
how, in this particular matter, we demon- 
strated our lack of discernment even to 
one as keen-sighted as our Georgian critic. 


——More ‘wisdom from the Buffalo rivals 
of Sherlock Holmes! Examination of the 
Pennell automobile, as it lay wrecked after 
its fall into the stone quarry, revealed that 
the brakes were set and that the power in- 
‘dicator pointed to “ Reverse,”” and from 
sthese facts they deduce that just before 
tthe accident Mr. PENNELL was doing his 
Ibest to prevent it. This conclusion, as it 
mmakes against the suicide theory of the 
way, before, and as it accords fully with 
‘the testimony of those who saw the ma- 
whine turn and go over the ledge, is prob- 
ably true, but the logic by which it was 
reached is very crooked and shaky. Ac-

What Catho- 
lic theglogian will he quote? 

Allowing him, say, a thousand years, he 
may be right as regards Protestantism, if 
it will last so long. But just as certainly 
as the Catholic Church, through and be- 
yond this period, will be imminent and 
eminent in the world—(even her opponents 
find it *' difficult to conceive how she is to 
perish ” and her children know that from 
God's fiat she will be coterminous with 
time)—so certainly will she hold her faith 
entire; so certainly will she adore the 
Real Presence; so certainly will she address 
the Blessed Virgin as the Mother of God; 
so surely will she confess that He who 
established her on the Rock of Peter was 
true God, who came down from heaven 
and was made man, and who shall come 
again with — to judge the living and

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MR. SHEPARD ON WORLD 
PUBLIC SENTIMENT 


Founder’s Day Address at Tulane 
University, New Orleans. 


Modern Power in the Determination of 
Affairs—Robert C. Ogden and Oth- 
ers Receive Degree of LL. D. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 12.—Founder's 
Day was celebrated to-day by the varipus 
departments of Tulane University of Lou- 
isiana in Tulane Theatre. The occasion 
was marked by the presence of Edward M. 
Shepard of New York and President Rob- 
ert C. Ogden. of the Southern Educational 
Conference. Among those honored by the 
degree of LL.D. were Mr. Shepard, Mr. 
Ogden, and Chief Justice F. T. Nicholls of 
the Louisiana Supreme Court. Mr. Shepard 
made the principal address, saying, in part: 

“I shall speak of the world public scenti- 
ment. I shall speak more especially of its 
growth, in the latter years of the nine- 
teenth, and the first part of the twentieth 
century, to be a single, definite, practical, 
quickly effective force, and of all forces, 
the most powerful in organized civilization. 

“Sometimes it is said, I think, absurdly 
if not unpatriotically, that it was only five 
years ago, during our Spanish War, that 
the United States really became a ‘world 
power.’ The saying seems to me quite un- 
fitted to the true place in military and 
naval power and material respect of the 
world which our nation has held since 
Jackson's victory over British veterans 78 
years ago, or since the announcemeht of the 
Monroe doctrine, or since the resolute as- 
sertion during Jackson’s Presidency of our 
rights against foreign countries, or since 
our stupendous exhibition of military power 
during the civil war. We have for genera- 
tions been a veritable world power, even 
if until lately we did not pass under the 
glamour of imperial or colonial policy, 

“I beg of you to observe, however, that 
it is not of world powers of which I am 
now speaking, but of world power. We are 
not, on your Founder's Day, concerned with 
the lesser and relatively obsolete or obso- 
lescent exercise of brute force in wars large 
or small. In due time we shall escape from 
the policing of the earth by iron and blood, 
at least, that police will move only rarely 
and when ingensate folly shall be deaf to 
the command of an enlightened and benev- 
olent world sentiment. The ultimate risk, 
even from a military or naval point of 
view, or that of commerce or finance, of 
offending that world sentiment, will be 
more serious than the risk of some specific 
and immediate offense against any one of 
the war lords of great nations. 
” I am not to-day concerned with the 

te powers’ known to diplomacy, the 
United States or Great Britain or Ger- 
many or France or Russia or Japan, but 
With the powerful sentiment of the whole 
world, which, under God, will rule all the 

world powers,’ subduing all their diploma- 
cies and armed forces. Already such a true 
world power, slight though it be to what 
the future will bring, controls from day to 
day specific National acts over very popu- 
lous land and traveled sea within ‘the 360 
degrees of latitude; already are there 
world sentiments of right and wrong, of 
justice and spoliation, of mercy and cruel- 
ty, of glory and shame. Already is the 
power of the public sentiment of the world 
concretely exercised by commands to do 
or refrain, given within a few weeks or 
days or even a few hours after the deeds 
or events whieh call them out. 

Think how the news of the events, in- 
tentions, and even opinions of each people, 
great or small, in our time reaches all the 
rest. Think of the consideration, sympa- 
thetic or antipathetic, which each people 
gives each day to the behavior of every 
other people on the day before, or to the 
plans of the whole world for the day to 
follow. In our time the miracle in frustra- 
tion of man's arrogance wrought at Babel 
is again reversed; and we hear every man 
in language instantly made intelligible to 
us all, Parthians and Medes and Elamites 
and the dwellers in Mesopotamia and in 
Judea and Sappadocia, in Pontus and Asia, 
strangers of Rome and Arabians—truly We 
do hear them all speak, as it were, in our 
own tongue, the wouderful ‘works of 
God." Every morning the citizen of New 
Orleans, riding to his work, or at his 
breakfast, beholds a modern marvel to 
which usage has made him dull. His 
newspaper puts before him pictures of the 
world as it was the day before, a world at 
work or at play, or in thought, a world 
contriving, planning, or dreaming its own 
Sutyre- na th 

“To my mind the outpouring of the sen- 
timent of the world over President Cleve- 
land’s Venezuclan message, seven or eight 
years ago, was the first distinctly clear 
exhibition of this popular force. For in 
that ee <ty,' every quarter of the earth 
had a share. By that time the improve- 
ments in railroad and ocean steamshi 
travel and the extension of ocean telegra 
cables had brought closely together all t 
great nations and colonies of the world so 
that each learned daily of the doings and 
sentiments of al' the rest. 

“What a stupendous power journalism 
has been of late. How it has welded to- 
gether, in the belief of men, as God has 
welded together in underlying reality, the 
interests and the welfare of all the various 
peoples of the globe. Although a few 
prophets, a few moralists, a few far-seeing 
men of business had in earlier times known 
the profound truth of that reality, although 
from the beginning it had been taught by 
every divine oracle, until our time the 
realization had not reached the toilers of 
earth and sea—the sentiment had not gained 
the overwhelming and lasting power ac- 
corded only by the voice of the masses of 
humanity speaking as one man. 

‘Within the past few weeks an event not 
in itself of capital importance has given 
us another illustration, perhaps the most 
striking yet, of the power of a world pub- 
lic sentiment now fully come of age. But 
a month or two ago a few shot thrown by 
a German gunboat’ into a small South 
American fort brought an outcry the very 
next day from the whole world around. 
Venezuela cried out to the United States, 
and within a few hours after the unheroic 
bombardment every American newspaper 
had its say, Within forty-eight hours it 
was a topic in the British Parliament; 
within a few hours more the comments of 
statesmen there and cablegrams from 
Washington were in the Foreign Offices of 
Berlin and Paris. The German war lord

TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT PLAN. 

The teaciters’ retirement plan, drawn up 
by Auditor H. R. M. Cook of the Depart- 
ment of Education and which is now before 
the Board of Superintendents, may, with 
certain modifications, be made the basis 
of.a legislative bill, The subject of retire- 
ment and legislation in regard to it has had 
the attention of the Principals’ Association 
of the five boroughs of the city and a com- 
mittee of five has been appointed to take 

he direction of such legislation. It 
hs Sieved that such a bill will be intro- 
duced in the present Legislature and that 
it will have the sanction of the Board of 
Education and the city authorities. 

The committee having the matter in 
charge will incorporate in any bill it may 
report the following provisions: The re- 
tention of the fund idea retirement of all 
teachers, Principals, or members of the 
teaching force on one-half pay, the teach- 
ers to make up any deficit which may arise 
by authorizing an assessment of 1 per cent. 
on their salaries; to allow teachers to retire 
on a pro rata pension (1) at their own re- 

uest after thirty years of service; (2) after 
fifteen or twenty years of service if they 
have become disabled; (3) upon thé’ recom- 
mendation of the Superintendents after the 
age of sixty-five years, there being no 
discrimination between men and women; 
the retention of the 5 per cent. of the ex- 
cise moneys.

VAUDEVILLE AT KEITH'S. 


Bill Headed by Milton and Dollie Nobles 
in a Laughable Sketch. 


A standard feature in vaudeville, the one- 
act comedy written by Milton Nobles and 
called ‘Why Walker Reformed,” is being 
performed at Keith’s this week by the 
actor-author and his wife, Dollie Nobles. 
It is an interesting exhibit as being far re- 
moved from the ordinary rough-and-tumble 
sketch of the variety theatres. Its general 
theme—the misunderstandings that come to 
@ young couple on account of an overindul- 
gence in stimulants on the part of the hus- 
band—is by no means an unfamiliar ex- 
pedient for laughter, but in this case it is 
handled with rather more delicacy both in 
the writing and'in the acting than is usual. 

Mr. Nobles brings to his part the results 
of many years of legitimate training and 
study. What he does on the stage, even in 
this vaudeville sketch, evinces thought. He 
does not strain for points, but it is evident 
that chance has played no part in the re- 
sult. The average yaudevillian most often 
trusts to luck for his effects—for a time, 
at least, until the responsive laughter of 


his auditors tells him that such “ busi- 
ness’ as he has introduced on trial is ef- 
fective. Then it is incorporated once and 
for all. Mr. Nobles’s method of playing 
might be studied with advantage not only 
by the professionals with whom he has cast 
his lot in the last few years, but also by 
several who pose as Broadway favorites, 
and who would probably he inclined to sniff 
their noses at the suggestion that they 
might learn canetes in the vaudeville 
theatres, And in point of judicious re- 
straint Dollie Nobles aptly retlects the ex- 
cements which characterize her husband's 
work. 

“Tom Walker” has been twitted by his 
friend with the suggestion that he is tied 
to his wife's apron strings. She is as in- 
dignant at this as is he, and insists that he 
make a night of it “at the club with the 
boys’ just to show his independence of 
feminine authority. But Tom, who evi- 
dently goes on the theory that all good 
things come in threes, elects to spend three 
successive evenings in demonstrating the 
fact. The wife is naturally disconsolate. 
When the curtain rises she is waiting for 
the return of her husband at 1:30 o’clock in 
the morning. 

When she hears his shuffling footsteps 
outside she hides. After some difficulty in 
opening t door he enters. He has the 
door key in’ his mouth and a cigarette be- 
tween his fingers, and the cause of his de- 
lay is obvious. 

Then follows some excellent pantomiming 
on the part‘ of Mr. Nobles, and he finally 
removes his shoes, turns back the hands of 
the clock to 11:30, and remarks, “ You'll 
never miss a couple of hours from'an eight- 
day clock.” His wife, without his knowl- 
edge, proceeds to put the hands forward to 
8:30. In consequence, when she confronts 
him and upbraids him for ss home so 
late, he turns to the clock, but has to ad- 
mit to himself that he * must have turned 
the hands the wrong way.’ In answer to 
his wife’s scolding he remarks: 

“Say, I know when I have enough. 
That’ s something I always liked about 
ene.’ And the good-humored air of self- 
faudation is distinctly amusing. He finds 
that he hasn’t a cent in his pockets, which 
moves him to remark with a chuckle: 

‘Jones thinks he can play poker. Why, 
I can play poker better than Jones seven 
days in the week—but—(the-empty pocket 
confronts him)—some people never have 
anything but luck.’ 

He has several answers to his wife's 
question which strike him as being ex- 
tremely humorous, and he is tearful be- 
cause he has been. unable to. think of the 
**good ones” at the club. 

The sketch is brought to a close by an 
amusing complication due to the fact that 
Walker has worn Jones’s overcoat home 
from the club. His wife finds a love letter 
in it, and for the first time doubts her hus- 
band. She also brings forth from the over- 
coat two empty champagne bottles, a cigar 
box, and a pair of gloves. Walker later 
finds these things, and surmises that his 
wife has been entertaining a rival. Finally 
everything is happily explained in an amus- 
ype seenc in which Walker insists upon his 

e reading a letter which exonerates him 
completely. 

“Why Walker Reformed" is not ambt- 
tious, but it is good comedy of its particu- 
lar kind—and not a bad kind at that.

GRAHAMS POLLEY DEAD. 


Man About Town, Who Spent a Fortune 
Rapidly—Called Himself a 
“High Roller.” 


“Feel pretty poorly. I'l be found dead 
one of these days,” Grahams Polley re- 
marked on Monday to Charles Mahoney, 
Superintendent of the café in the Hoffman 
House. Mr. Polley was found dead yester- 
day in his room in the hotel, 

He was a familiar figure in the Tender- 
loin, and, according to his sworn statement 
in a case on trial before the late Judge Mc- 
Adam, he considered himself a “ high roll- 
er."" He was the son of a Brooklynite, who 
amassed a large fortune in distilling whisky 
and refining sugar, Grahams Polley found 
himself possessed of more than $250,000 
when his father died. Unmarried, he be- 
eame a frequenter of the Hoffman House, 
where he made the acquaintance of R. G, 
McDonald, one of the proprietors, to whom 
he lent a large sum ef money. Besides 
receiving commercial paper as security, he 
was installed as Treasurer. Mr. McDonald 
died suddenly soon afterward, and it is said 
that Mr. Polley had a good deal of trouble- 
in collecting his debt.

Mr. Polley had litigation “with his sister, 
Mrs. Sarah L. Quinn of Williamsburg, who 
charged him with mismanagement of her 
estate. Because of kis inability to give 
bonds before the Surrogate he was locked 
up in the Raymond Street Jail, in Brook- 
lyn, and when that fact was learned friends 
offered to go on his bond, but he declined 
their aid. 

As one of the results of his litigation with 
E. 8S. Stokes he was indicted on a charge 
of perjury for evidence given in a civil 
suit, He was brought to trial, but the jury 
disagreed, 

For the past few months he had been re- 
garded as mentally unsound, and those who 
had known him in his prosperous days 
pitied him as they saw him gesticulating 
and muttering to himself. Many aided him. 
He went up to his room at about noon yes- 
terday. Soon afterward he was found dead. 

Mr. Polley was _ sixty-one years of ago 
and unmarried. He is survived by two 
brothers, John and Myron, and two sisters 
Heart failure, the result of aleoholism, was 
said to have been the cause of death. The 
funeral is to be to-morrow. 


DEATH OF DEAN BRADLEY. 


LONDON, March 12.—The Very Rev. 
George Granville Bradley, lately Dean of 
Westminster, died to-day. 


Dr. Bradley, who last year resigned the 
Deanship of Westminster on account of the 
infirmities due to old age, was born in 1821. 
His education was obtained at Clapham 
grammar school and at Rugby, where for 
three years he studied under the famous 
Dr, Arnold. While there he was elected to 
an open scholarship at Oxford, where he 
was a favorite pupil of Dean Stanley. 

In 1844 he took his Bachelor's degree, 
and the next year won the Chancellor's 
prize for a Latin essay on the ‘“‘ Equestrian 
Order of the Roman Republic.”’ In 1847 he 
became an assistant master at Rugby: 
thence he went in 1858 to take the position 
of head master of Marlborough College. 
He became master of University College, 
Oxford, in 1870. Three years later he re- 
ceived from the University of St. Andrews 
the honorary degree of LL. D 

The next year Dr. Bradley a a pointed 
Examining Chaplain to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury; then he held, in succession, the 
offices of Select Preacher at Oxford, Hon- 
orary Chaplain to Queen Victoria, and 
Chaplain in Ordinary to the Queen. In 
February, 1881, he became a Canon in Wor- 
cester Cathedral, and in August of the same 
year was ap ointed by the crown to suc- 
ceed Dean Stanley as Dean of Westmin- 
ster. Two months later the degree of D, D. 
was conferred upon him at Oxford. 

He published in 1883 ‘‘ Recollections of 
Arthur Penrhyn Stanley.’ Ten years after-

Chicago Professional Meets with a Se- 
rious Accident in New Orleans. 


Eastern golfers will be sorry to learn 
that David Bell, the well-known Chicago 
professional and one of the best golfers 
in the United States, was seriously and 
perhaps fatally injured in New Orleans 
a few days ago, and it is doubtful, even 
should he recover, if he will be able to 
play at all this coming season. It is re- 
ported that Bell slipped at the head of a 
flight of stairs in his boarding house and 
fell down the entire flight, fracturing sev- 
eral bones in the back of his neck and 
completely paralyzing his body. He was 
picked up unconscious and removed to a 
hospital in New Orleans. It will be several 
days at least before he can be moved. 

Bell has been in New Orleans all Winter 
taking care of the Audubon Golf Club 
course, the Joading golf club in Louisiana. 
He and Willie Smith, a former open cham- 
pion of America, have been the professionais 
at the Midlothian Country Club, near Chi- 
cago, for several years, In_1900, the year 
Harry Vardon won the National Opes 
championship at the Chicago Golf Club, Bell 
led the American professionals. He has al- 
ways been a formidable competitor in oom 
tournaments. For the past few years he has 
spent the Winters on the Southern and Call- 
fornia links. Bell has had a rather eventful 
eareer for the past two years. He mét with 


an accident just before his return to the. 


Midlothian Club last season. While touring 
in California with his partner, Smith, he 
fell off a woe and broke his ankle. The 
injury laid him up nearly half the season. 

Alexander Baxter, an assistant profes- 
sional at Midlothian, was assisting Bell at 
New Orleans, and was with him at the 
time of the accident.

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BASEBALL GROUNDS FIXED 


American League Gets Site on 
Manhattan Island. 


Joseph Gordon Will Be President of the 
New York Club—Contractors Will 
Begin Work To-day. 


On Manhattan Island, between One Hun- 
dred and Sixty-fifth Street on the south 
One Hundred and Sixty-eighth Street cn 
the north, Eleventh Avenue on the east, 
and Fort Washington Road on the west, 
the American Baseball League has secured 
a site for playing grounds on which the new 
New York baseball team will open the 
playing season of 1903 as scheduled on 
April 30. At the Fifth Avenue Hotel last 
night President Ban Johnson made this 
announcement and introduced Joseph Gor- 
don of this city as the President of the 
New York American League Club, which, 
under the title of the New York Baseball 
Club, soon will be incorporated under the 
laws of New York State and capitalized at 
$100,000. 

The grounds are not intersected by One 
Hundred and Sixty-sixth and One Hundred 
and Sixty-seventh Streets, and are the 
largest baseball grounds in the country. On 
the east side the plot is 797 feet long, while 
on the west,side the length is 778 feet, on 
the north 698 feet wide, and on the south 
536 feet wide. The One Hundred and Six- 
ty-eighth Street station of the new under- 
ground road is located at the northeast 
corner of the grounds. As the subway will 
not be completed in time for use this year, 
patrons of the American League will be 
compelled to use the-surface roads, which 
pass within a block of the property on Am- 
sterdam Avenue. The Third gnd Sixth 
Avenue trolleys go direct to the grounds, 
while all the elevated roads transfer to the 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street 
cross-town line, which also goes past the 
grounds. 

It will be necessary to do some blasting 
on the property in order to get it in shape, 
but the contractors will begin work this 
morning, and work on the stands will fol- 
low within a few days. There*will be seat- 
ing capacity for 16,000 spectators. The 
plans for the stands have been submitted 
to the Building Department and a permit 
has been granted to proceed with the work. 
The property belongs to the New York 
Institute for the Blind, and has been leased 
by the American League Club for ten years. 

There will be four stands, a grand stand 
and three others. The grand stand will 
accommodate 6,000 persons and the seating 
capacity of the other three will be about 
10,000. The grounds also will be used for 
athletic events and football games. : 

The corporation of which mr. Gordon is 
President is very strong finacially, being 
backed by several prominent and wealthy 
citizens. Mr. Gordon himself has long 
been associated with professional baseball, 
as he was President of the Metropolitan 
Baseball Club twenty ees ago and was 
identified with the Ne York Club, when 
John B, Day was President of that or- 
ganization, Mr. Day will be associated 
with the new club’s management, but in 
what capacity has not as yet been deter- 
mined. Mr. Gordon is a member of the 
New. York Athletic, Democratic, Tilden, 
and Pontiac Clubs. He was a member of 
the Legislature in 1888 from this city and 
Superintendent of Buildings in New York 
two years ago. 

A few days ago President Johnson would 
have announced the location of the new 
grounds, but there were legal obstacles in 
his way. In fact, ever since the American 
League officials declared their intention of 
invading New York territory their efforts 
to do so were met with stubborn opposition, 
and some of their best laid plans were frus- 
trated by those whose interests would be 
affected by the placing here of a rival base- 
ball club. It was essential to the best in- 
terests of the American League Club pro- 
moters to work as quietly as possible, so 
that all of their plans would not be di- 
vulged, and so well did they accomplish 
their purpose that, while many available 
and suitable sites were mentioned from 
time to time, not a word was spoken or 
piesses about the grounds which now 
ave been leased and secured for ten years. 

All along President Johnson main- 
tained that everything he had promised to 
the New York followers’ of baseball would 
be fulfilled, and when he made the long- 
looked-for announcement last night he ap- 
peared to be the happiest man in New York. 
Speaking of the mass of work which he, as 
well as the other American League offi- 
cials had gone through since the close of 
last year’s playing season, and the assist- 
ance rendered them by outsiders, Mr..John- 
son said: 

“‘It was in the latter part of August, at 
a meeting of the American League Club 
held in Cleveland, that we took our first 
official action toward invading New York 
City. The American League voted to foot 
all the bills until satisfactory partners had 
been secured in New York, and as the 
money was quickly forthcoming, little time 
was lost in securing the necessary players. 
On the receipt of advice from Boston, we 
found that we could gather in many Pitts- 
burg players—Leach, Tannehill, Chesbro, 
Bransfield, Conroy, Smith, O’Connor, and 
Davis. 

‘All of them were signed except Brans- 
field. Leach, Conroy, and Smith later 
jumped their contracts and went back to 
Pittsburg. At the recent peace conference 
at Cincinnati, Conroy was awarded to the 
New York Americans. Manager Griffith 
played an detive part in rounding up the 

layers for the New York team and sign- 
ng all of them except ‘ Willie’ Keeler. 
It took a great deal of money to land this 
team, which, I have every reason to be- 
lieve, will rank high among the leaders in 
the American League pennant race. 

‘Barly steps were then taken to secure 
grounds in this city. So much had been 
said about the advisability of locating on 
Manhattan Island that it was natural for 
us “to look for grounds below the Harlem 
River.. W. E. Callender, a real estate man, 
acted/as our agent here, and it was he who 
opened negotiations for the Lenox Avenue 
property, extending from One Hundred and 
Forty-second Street east of the Harlem 
River. A part of this property belonged to 
the. Pinckney estate and the balance to 
Mrs, Curtis. 

‘“‘Mrs. Curtis positively refused to lease 
the property, but was willing to sell. After 
negotiations running through a a 
proposition in writing was submitted by 
the lawyer for the two estates, providing 
for a ten-year lease of the Pinckney estate 
and the sale of the Curtis estate for $225,- 
000. This proposition was immediately ac- 
cepted by wire and later confirmed by let- 
ter. C. W. Somers, J. F. Kilfoyl, and oth- 
ers were the ones who were ready to buy 
the Curtis estate. 

‘*F yom the very beginning the lawyer for 
the ebtates positively assured us that One 
Hundred and Forty-third Street could be 
closed according to law. The petition was 
to be made by Mrs. Pinckney, asking that 
the street be closed for business purposes. 
But before this was done the advantages 
of interesting August Belmont were shown 
to us. Douglas Robinson was the man 
who made a proposition to Mr. Belmont for 
the purchase of the Pinckney estate. The 
American League furnished satisfactory 
financial references, and we finally received 
advices that everything would go through 
without a hitch. 

*“We never knew the matter would come 
before the Board of Directors of the Rapid 
Transit Construction Company, else we 
would have taken a different shift. It is 
now generally known how the matter was 
sidetracked. The lawyer for the estates 
then tried to carry out his original ar- 
rangements with us, much time being lost 
thereby, and at the end of three weeks he 
threw up his hands declaring that it was 
immpossible to close One Hundred and Forty- 
third Street. This whole proceeding ab- 
sorbed so much time that we were natural- 
ly hard pressed, so that quick action 
seemed necessary. 

“Early in the Winter I was advised by 
Mr. Gordor that he had an option on a

" erty. we had 


met him early in January, and at that 
time he said that if we failed at Lenox 
Avenue he would be glad to take the mat- 
ter up with us. At the time of the peace 
conference at Cincinnati I was confined to 
my bed for a month, which prevented me 
from reaching Mr. Gordon, so there was 
another delay. When I finally arrived here 
I learned that it would take even more time 
to close Mr. Gordon's proposition, for he 
informed me then that no could be 
executed for the property before the 6th 
of March.

A. A. Games in Madison Square

The Greater New York Irish Athletic As- 
sociation games to be held at Madison 
Square Garden to-morrow night promise 
to be the largest indoor athletic event 
held this season, and the number and 
quality of the entries indicate that new 
records may be made.

TURBINE YACHTS COMING. 


W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., Buys Tarantula— 
Emerald Due Next Month for 
George Gould. 


W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., through the agen- 
cy of Tams, Lemoine & Crane, yacht brok- 
ers, has about completed arrangements for 
the purchase of the turbine yacht Taran- 
tula from the estate of Col. Harry L. D. 
McCalmont. The yacht is now at South- 
ampton and will probably be seen here in 
July. 

The Tarantula is 160 feet long, and in 
appearance greatly resembles a _ torpedo 
boat. She was built to run twenty-four 
knots an hour, but in her trials she at- 
tained the remarkable speed of 26.75 knots. 
She was built by Yarrow & Co., and is 
fitted with Yarrow boilers. The turbines, 
her distinguishing feature, were construct- 
ed at the Turbina works by the Parsons 
Company. There are three turbines on 
three propeller shafts, and there are three 
screws on each shaft. One of the turbines 
is high pressure, and is on the central 
shaft, while the two low-pressure turbines 
are on the outside shafts. 

Besides the Tarantula, two other British- 
built yachts fitted with the Parsons tur- 
bine will be seen in these waters this sea- 
son. They are the Lorena, built by Ram- 
age & Ferguson of Leith for A. L. Barber 
of this city, and the Emerald, built by Sir 
Christopher Furness, and chartered for the 
season by George J. Gould. The Emerald 
will arri¥e here next month, and will be 
the first turbine-driven boat to have 
crossed the Atlantic. Mr. Vanderbilt, Mr. 
Barber, and Mr. Gould are all members of 
the New York Yacht Club.

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‘THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Money steady, 5 to 6 per cent. on call, 


Stocks irregular. 


The market yesterday was plainly in a 
waiting mood. Operators either for the 
fall or the decline were evidently re- 
luctant to do much without better Je- 
velopment of the monetary situation, 
upon which there can only be con- 
jecture until the next bank statement. 
Bank officers who ‘were asked what 
would be the effect if the surplus should 
become a deficiency replied, “‘ Nothing 
in particular.”. There might be som? 
calling of loans in special cases, hut 
nothing affecting the general situation. 
The period until money will begin to re- 
turn to New York and restore the re- 
serves in a normal manner is so slight 
that it can be bridged over without 
trouble by using the reserves for the be-t 
purpose to which they can be put, and 
for which they are intended. The in- 
crease in the value of February exports 
by twenty. millions throws ample light 
upon how the Panama Canal payment 
will be financed without burden. Ani 
this increase is made under such diffi- 
culties in the way of inland transporta- 
tion that there is every reason to sup- 
pose* that the indicated tendency cf 
growth will strengthen. Under such 
conflicting influences the market de- 
veloped no certain tone nor large move- 
ment. Among” active properties only 
half a dozen changed their figures 89 
much as a point, and those changes, like 
the fractions, were about equally di- 
vided between advances and declines. 

The Bank of England at last repovris 
some gain in its bullion and consequently 
in its condition upon both a weekly and 
yearly comparison. But, unfortunately, 
the apparent improvement is discounted 
by the Bank having recently increased 
its buying price for gold. Supplies thus 
obtained are, of course, not responsive to 
the Bank rate, which naturally cannot 
be reduced until the improvement is 
both larger and more normal. Gold 
bought like merchandise, and, flowing 
against instead of with the currents of 
international trade, has a way of taking 
to itself wings very easily. The sig- 
nificance is that England, the world’s 
banker, is, for the moment, the world’s 
debtor. And, upon the other hand, de- 
spite our currency complications, we are 
creditors of the world. We still have 
the securities England sent us in 
turn for foodstuffs which she has eaten 
and other merchandise now consumed. 
She must have more, and she cannot pay 
the price again in the same manner. 
Perhans the time is coming when our 
ability to sell to England will depend 
upon our readiness to take the price in 
securities manufactured to supply 
demand. What would have happened 
to England if she had not had the s2- 
curities to-send us, and how much gold 
we would have imported if we had not 
taken back our stocks are interesting 
conjectures. The fact is that the gold 
in the Treasury increased during the 
current fiscal year nearly $400,000,000. 
it is something like .a demonstration 
that England is losing and we are gain- 
ing dominance in the world’s gold mar- 
kets. But our gain may be as temporary 
as England’s loss. We had a distressing 
object lesson in the fact that our Treas- 

~ury gold goes as easily as it comes. 
Treasury has no such command over its 
gold supply as has the Bank of Englard, 
nobody having the right to refuse goid 
upon any lawful demand nor the power 
to attract it except by purchase from 
the proceeds of bond sales. Whether or 
not other National banks shall gain or 
lose gold is a matter of discretion. With 
our Treasury it is a matter of bank- 
ruptcy. This is a good time to remem- 
ber these facts.

The day’s trading was distinctly dull, to- 
tal dealings being little more than one-half 
of the total of the day previous, and with 
business so badly distributed that five 
stocks—Copper, Sugar, St. Paul, Union Pa- 
cific, and Southern Pacific—contributed 
more than one-half of the entire transa¢- 
tions. Singularly enough both the bulls and 
the bears found consolation in this dullness, 
To the bulls it was a hopeful sign, because 
it signified that no stocks were pressing 
for sale; by the bears it was regarded as 
helpful to their cause because suggesting 
that the bulls either had not the courage 
of their convictions or already had enough 
stocks and dared buy no more. Concerva- 
tive banking interests regarded this dead- 
lock as essentially encouraging, pending a 
clearing up of the money situation. 


There was very little news of consequence 
during the day, while of general influenc- 
ing developments there was none, outside 
of the money losses by the bank. Some lit- 
tle attention was given early in the day to 
reports that a collapse had occurred in 
Canadian shares on the Montreal Exchange, 
but this later was shown to be exaggerated. 
The advance in Copper did not create much 
enthusiasm, nor did the rise in the stock, 
because around 75 there seemed to be such 
a plentiful supply for sale that one cynical 
broker declared that it looked to him as if 
the whole capital stock of the company 
Was on tap and coming out. 


The weakest stock on the list was Sugar 
Trust, which. broke 3% points and closed 
at practically the low for the day on deal- 
ings in 35,000 shares. The news from Wash- 
ington in respect to the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty was not consideréd favorable, and 
added to the unexplained items as shown 
in the company’s annual report, tended to 
make the Street bearish on the stock. In 
addition, it is known to the bears that a 
weak bull account was built up in Wash- 
ington on the stock in the belief that the 
Cuban measure would pass without delay. 
and hence that the issue is in a more or 
les3 vulnerable position. The change in the 
speculative attitude toward the security is 
best illustrated by the fact that’ whereas 
two weeks ago the stock was ** tipped ’’ for 
a twenty-point rise, it is now declared to 
be in for a twenty-point decline—the proph- 
ets being the same in each case. 


Gould brokers were the largest buyers of 
Manhattan, while it was said that Mr. 
Keene was again turning his attention to 
the issue. The stock will sell to-day ex its 
dividend of 1% per cent. regular and 1 per 
cent. extra, and, it is declared, “ will look 
cheap.”’ 

Southern Pacific and Union Pacific were 
heavy all day, but not weak, with greatest 
pressure in the latter. The new phase of 
the Southern Pacific fight was held to be 
responsible for the selling. 


One of the helpful features of the pres- 
ent situation is the sold-out condition of 
commission houses, ‘The line’ of stock be- 
ing carried by these houses is said to be 
the smallest.in many months. This means 
that weakly margined holders have long 
since passed away.

Gates deny that he is bullish. They say 
he is bearish, and they add that they are 
also. . 


London sent over lower quotations at the 
opening here and followed them with sales 
of probably 35,000 shares. This apparent 
change in front (for London had bought 
on Wednesday) surprised many people, but

COPPER AT 15 CENTS. 


Trade Interests: Here Disagree with 
London’s View That the Rise 
Is Artificial. 


The copper markets of this country and 
England were more or less excited yester- 
day by an advance-in the price of metal 
in each market to the highest figure in 
months. The rise ‘here was to 15 cents a 
pound—4 cents above the lowest price re- 
corded since the Amalgamated abandoned 
its efforts to maintain the price at 17 cents 
~while in London the advance was £2 os. 
per ton, to £66 10s., this representing a rise 
of £20 a ton over the low price, and mark- 
ing the highest figure there in a year and 
a half, 

As a 


result the prices of the copper 
stocks 


on the Exchange here advanced 
sharply, Amalgamated at one time rising 
to 75% and closing at 74% for a net gain 
of % on dealings in 78,000 shares. Ana- 
conda was up 2%: points on 2,600 shares, 
while in the Boston market all the copper 
stocks were reported strong. The same 
was true of the copper shares in the out- 
side market here. 

Yet despite this strength, both in the 
metal dnd in the stocks, there are some 
people in the.financial district, and there 
are many people abroad, who look upon 
the present metal price as largely fictitious 
and not warranted by the trade conditions, 
and this though it is admitted that these 
conditions are wonderfully improved. The 
foreign view (and the view of the doubting 
ones here) is set out by The London Stand- 
ard in a recent issue in this wise:

Manufacturers, bewildered between predic- 
tions of an impending: copper * corner" 
and reports of rapidly growing produc- 
tion, do not know whether to cover their 
requirements for the coming season or to 
take their chance of a. reaction from the 
present “boom.” Two. sets of figures 
challenge their attention—the fortnightly 
fluctuations In local supplies and the total 
production for the'past year. The two are 
in obvious, not to say flagrant,’ disagree- 
ment, and the market has to choose be- 
tween them. Which of them is the more 
trustworthy guide is a*question that per- 
plexes many, The fortnightly figures, how- 
ever, inspire léss and less confidence. They 
cover only a small and diminishing corner 
of the world’s copper trade, and as they 
shrink in size they become more liable to 
manipulation. A “ bull’* campaign, based 
on fortnightly statistics, is believed to have 
been in progress since the opening of the 
year, and the statistics have shrunk so 
steadily as prices rose that a few weeks 
more of the procéss and there will be no 
standard copper left in publi¢ stores in 
this country! .So0 low have public stocks 
become, according to some of these. sta- 
tistical circulars, that on one day recently 
when two firms took up 1,600 tons, they 
left “only 2,400 tons of ordinary standard 
available.”

—on trustworthy authority—at 558,000 tons

their eagerness to frighten uebene non 
sumers with the prospect of vanishing 
stocks, the “ bull”’ clique are simply pro- 
claiming the fact that London is a vanish- 
ing market for copper, It is for the metal 
brokers to consider if ‘they are not killing 
their market by these semi-officia] an- 
nouncements, issued once a fortnight, that 
it is drying up, and that the copper trade 
is rapidly going elsewhere.-

Européen says, in its review of the copper 
market, that ‘it is\ necessary to consider 
that the London market is often econ- 
strained to conform to that of New York, 
This is the case at the moment. The ad- 
vancing movement is determined more by 
the. manipulation of* Amalgamated Copper 
stock in New York than by the real pros- 
pects for an increase in consumption.”

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NATIONAL SHIP CANAL 
SCHEME DENOUNCED 


Declared to be Obstructive tn Out- 


line and Intent. 


Henry B. Hebert Says Senator Lewis’s 
Resolution Is in the Interest of Rail- 


roads—Gustav H. Schwab's View. 


The canal problem of New York State 
took on a new phase yesterday afternoon 
with the issuance of an invitation to a 
meeting to be held at the offices of Andrew 


H, Green at 11 o'clock this morning for the 


purpose of presenting a memorial to Sena- 
tor Morton E. Lewis, approving a resolu- 
tion introduced by him in the Senate at Al- 
bany for the purpose of nationalizing the 
canals of this State which may be con- 
structed between Lake Erie and the St. 
Lawrence River to tidewater. 

The circular which was sent out yester- 
day was signed by Francig Wayland Glen, 
a real. estate deaier, and stated that ‘the 
memorial to be presented to Senator Lewis 
had been signed by more than 200 citizens 
*‘representing the bone and sinew, the 
‘warp and woof of the financial, commercial, 
industrial, and realty interests of this, the 
metropolis of the Western Hemisphere, and 
_ 800n to be of the world.” 

it has been known for some time that a 
movement was on foot looking toward the 
buflditig by the National Government of a 
ship canal to connect the lake ports with 
the Atlantic Ocean, and this, it is declared 
by those opposed to the scheme, has been 
the chief opposition met with in the agi- 
tation for the construction of the thousand- 
ton barge canal tothe waters of Lake Erie. 

Men intérested in the improvement of the 
State canals, when seen yesterday regard- 
ing the movement for the nationalizing of 
the canals of the State did not hesitate to 
assert that the scheme was chimerical, im- 


practical, and was intended simply as an 
obstruction measure against New York 
canal improvement, and was being backed 
by the railroads, whose interests were in- 
imical to canal improvement. 


MR. HEBERT’S OPINION. 


Henry B. Hebert yesterday afternoon did 
not hesitate to express his utter disapproval 
of the measure. 

“The entire scheme is evolved wholly in 
the interest of the railroads,’’ said he, “ and 
is utterly impracticable, as will be seen by 
any intelligent citizen who takes the time 
to consider the canal question of this State 
even superficially. The moyement has tor 
its sole object the dividing of canal senti- 
ment in Greater New York. Just consider 
ior a moment what this scheme. contem- 
plates and involves. Should the National 
Government be willing to build a _ ship 
canal through New York State, which, by 
the way, there is little danger of it ever 
being willing to do, hew long do you sup- 
pose it would be before other States, not 
one or two, but all that have waterways 
capable of improvement, would be asking 
that they too be given the same improve- 
ments? 

.* New York State at present pays one- 
sixth of the entire expense of the Nation. 
Then she would be taxed to pay one-sixth 
of the entire canal improvement of the 
country. And this could not be arranged 
by indirect taxation. It would come from 
the pockets of the merchants and of the 
farmers. New York State is quite able to 
take care of herself, and this is one’ reason 
why she should not sell her canal property. 
but this scheme does not even contemplate 
selling these enormously valuable prop- 
erties. It means that she shall give prop- 
erty worth hundreds of millions of dollars 
to the Government for nothing. 

“ Another result of a ship canal, such as 
is contemplated by these obstructionists, 
is this: The result of a ship canal across 
New Yerk State would be the fulfillment 
of a dream that has for years been in the 
miud of every Westerner—to make the 
lake ports seaports. The idea is to have 
vessels loaded at Liverpool, for instance, 
to go through the Harbor of New York, and 
thence to the lakes. This would make of 
Duluth as much of a seaport as the Har- 
bor cf New York. Providing this were 
possible, which it is not, we claim that the 
cost of a steamer of large tonnage to get 
through the canal would be so great as to 
be practically prohibitory, compared with 
@ thousand-ton barge, owing to delay in 
transit, It is not a business proposition in 
any sense. 

** Furthermore, a vessel built on the great 
lakes would not be in any way suitable for 
the Atlantic. There are so many impossi- 
bilities in the way of the fulfillment of 
such a scheme that it becomes apparent 
that the entire movement is simply tor the 
purpose of confusing the canal question. 1 
do not know what interests are behind it, 
Sock I have a very good idea on the sub- 
ect. 

(csustavy H. Schwab, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee .on Agitation of the Canal Associa- 
tion of Greater New York, was even more 
explicit and emphatic in his objections to 
the nationalizing movement,. which he un- 
hesitatingly asserted was inaugurated sole- 
ly for the purpose of dividing canal senti- 
ment in this city. 

“I consider this movement to promote or 
discuss a ship canal to be nothing more or 
Jess than an obstacle in the way of canal 
improvement in the State,” said Mr. 
Schwab. “A ship canal, in my opinion, is 
entirely and absolutely out of the question, 
for a number of very weighty reasons. 
First, if it is intended to float ocean steam- 


ers from the lake ports through the canal / 


and across the Atlantic Ocean, a _ ship 
canal of the depth of thirty-five feet must 
be constructed, involving an enormous out- 
lay that may be considered prohibitory. 
Such 2 canal would necessitate the corres 
sponding deepening of all the large lake 
ports, as well as the draining of the chan- 
nels sonnecting the lakes, and the entire 
work of constructing the canal and the 
proper deepening o; the connections could 
not be undertaken for less than $500,000,000 
or more. I do not believe that any one 
considers that the National Government 
pote my ever seriously take up such a propo- 
sition. 


SHIP PLAN IMPRACTICABLE. 


“It is stated by some of the -romoters 
of the ship canai that their ideal is a twen- 
ty-one-foot canal described in a recent re- 
port of the Deep Waterway Commission. 
This plan, I understand, is to bring the 
lake carrier through to New York Harbor, 


ard there transfer her cargo to the ocean 
steamer. This is a beautiful plan. The 
only trouble is that it will not work. No 
lake steamer could go alongside the ocean 
steamer in New York Harbor to transfer 
cargo, as the conditions here do not per- 
mit it. 

“The cargo on a lake steamer would 
have to be transferred into an intermediary 
barge, whence it would be conveyed to the 
ocean steamer by means of floating ele- 
vators. The :ake steamer now transfers 
her_vargo of grain into a shore elevator 
at Buffalo, where the transfer charge is 
lower than at New York. A change, there- 
fore, Involving a transfer of cargo from a 
lake steamer into intermediary vessels, and 
theuce to the ocean steamer in New York, 
would mean 12 considerably higher cost in 
the transfer of frain, and the ostensible 
object of cheapening the transportation 
charge would be defeated, 

“A ghip canal, whether of twenty-one 
feet or thirty-five feet depth. would be a 
practical, failure, as no expensive lake or 
ecean steamer could afford.~to spend the 
time required to traverse it, and the cheap 
canalboat would always be able to under- 
bid the costly steamer on a ship cunal. 

“Aside from the considerations I have 
just mentioned, the State of New York 
would, in my opinion, never agree to turn 
ever the Krie Canal. or any waterway 
thrcugh the State, to the National Govern- 
ment. It conld not afford to do so. Does 
any one supese that the representatives of 
other Atlantic States and the Gulf States 
would particularly care to develop New 
York's commerce et the expense of their 
own ‘purts? I think Mr. Hewitt’s warning 
words, uttered in the Chamber of Com- 
merce in 1898, against any surrender of 
New York waterways should he heeded. 
and I-cannot believe that any considerable 
number of citizens who have given the 
matter carcful consideration will, after do- 
ing pes follow this phantom of a ship 
canal.”’ - 


TWO CANAL BILLS REPORTED. 


Davis-Bostwick Measure Out—Also Pro- 
posal for a Commission for a Fed- 
eral Waterway. 


ALBANY, March 12—The’ Davis-Bost- 
wick bill, providing for the issuance of 
bonds to the amount of $101,000,000 for a 
thousand-ton barge canal, was reported 
favorably to-day by the Canal Committee 
of the Senate. 

The bill is changed in details as to esti-

mates in conformity to the latest report of 


State neer Bond, but as to route and 
other matters the measure is the same as 
originally outlined, 

Senator Davis said that the early report 
of the bill was one,of the results of Tues- 
day night’s Senatorial conference, when a 
programme of tax: legislation was mapped 
out which is designed to raise a sum suf- 
ficient to pay for all canal construction. 

There is another canal proposition now 
in general orders, having been reported 
favorably from the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee. It is for the appointment of a 
commission to ‘consult with Federal “au- 
thorities relative to a deep waterway. it 
is ‘favored by the anti-canal men.

GAS COMPANY SUED. 


Plaintiff Says Supply Was Cut Off Be- 
cause He Refused to Pay a Bill He 


Didn’t Incur. 


A test suit has been brought against the 


New Amsterdam Gas Company to recovef 
$5 a day under Chapter’ 65 of the laws of 
1890 for the failure of the company to sup- 
ply gas to Walter E. Cansdell, an engineer 
of the Germania Bank. Attdrneys for Mr. 
Cansdell yesterday appeared before Justice 
Joseph in the Seventh District Municipal 
Court and obtained an order to examine the 
records of the corporation. The trial of the 
action will come up on March 25. 
The small sum of 70 cents has caused all 
the trouble that has brought the action 
about. Mr. Cansdell declares the gas com- 
pany shut cff the gas without good cause, 
and simply because when he took the prem- 
ises at 337 East Thirteenth Street he de- 
clined to pay 70 cents which the New Am- 
sterdam Gas Company declares was owing 
to it by the former occupant of the prem- 
ises. 
Mr. Cansdell took the premises on May 
19; 1902, and on the following day his wife 
went to the office of the company, made 
application for gas to be supplied and de- 
posited $3. The gas was turned on that 
day, but a few days later Mr. Cansdell re- 
ceived a bill for the 70 cents for gas said 
to have been supplied to the premises from 
April 7 to May 20, before he had moved in. 
When he refused to pay the company 
threatened to cut off the supply. After that 
time he paid three bills, aggregate > 
for gas supplied between May 20 and.Aug. 
7. On the last mentioned date the supply 
was. cut off because the 70 cents still was 
unpaid. The supply was not. turned on 
again until Oct. 4, and during the interim 
Cansdell was compelled to use oil. 
The chapter of the law under which suit 
is brought provides specifically: ‘If the 
corporation shall refuse or neglect to sup- 
ply gas. or electric light, as required, such 
corporation shall forfeit and pay to the 
applicant the sum of $10, and a further 
sum of $5 for every day thereafter during 
which such refusal or ‘neglect shall con- 
tinue.” 


“FLATIRON” BUILDING SUIT. 


Defendant Denies the Structure 
Public Nuisance. 


Gilson N. Vincent, who is suing/ the 
owners of the “ Flatiron” building for 
$5,000 for damages which he declares have 
been caused to his store in the Bartholdi 
Hotel block by the reason of the manner in 
which the building directed the strong 
winter winds against his. big plate glass 
windows and thus broke them repeatedly, 
has been served with the answer in the 
action.

Babbage, who is the attorney for the Fifth 
Avenue Building Company, owners of the 
structure, in his answer denies that the 
building is a public nuisance and denies 
also. that he has any knowledge to form 
a belief that the wind is deflected with 

t force ané violence against the store 
occupied-by Mr. Vincent. 

Mr. Vincent is empathic in his declaration 
that he will go on with the suit and test 
the law in the case. He declares that not 
only has his property been damaged but 
that or windy days his business is in- 
jured by persons being kept away from his 
store. 


INSURANCE FRAUD CASES. 


Grand Jury Returns Fourteen Indict- 
ments Against the Alleged 
Conspirators. 


The Grand Jury returned indictments 
yesterday against a number of the Italians 
who are accused of having been involved 
in the extensive swindles perpetrated on 
various insurance companies by the means 
of false proofs of death and th@ substitu- 
tion of bodies, The indictments are all for 
grand larceny, Fourteen have been placed 
on file against such of the conspirators as 
have already been placed under arrest. 
There are said to be a number of others 
against members of the gang who have not 
yet been captured. 

Four indictments were returned against 
Joseph Trepani, who is declared by As- 
sistant District Attorney Krotel to be one 
of the ringleaders in the conspiracy. He 
is in the Tombs in default of $9,500 bail. 
He ig eharged with having been concerned 
in at least nine cases where insurance was 
obtained by fraudulent means. Trepani 
conducts an undertaker’s shop at 2,231 
First Avenue, in the heart of “ Littie 
Italy,” and his part of the work was to 
supply the bogus bodies on which claims 
were collected and act as a witness on the 
false proofs of death tt were presented 
to the companies. 

One of the others against whom an in- 
dictment has been found is Bartolomeo 
Cirino, at whose barber's shop, at 2,v07 
Second Avenue, the ‘“‘dummies” used by 
the swindlers were said to have been ex- 
amined for insurance, where the meetings 
of the conspirators were usually held, and 
where the spoils were divided» Cirino Lied 
from the city, forfeiting $5,000, a few 
weeks ago. . 

Among the persons indicted are also iwo 

hysicians, Dr. Albrecht Loewilt of 1,833 
sexington Avenue and Dr. « Francesco 
Mucci of 2.072 First Avenue. Both are out 
on bail. They are charged with abetting 
the conspiracy by furnishing false proo7s 
of death. The others are Louisa Cicone, 
Casimiro Ciconi of 2,050_ First. Avenue, 
Maria D'Alessio of 2,339 East One Hun- 
dred and Eighty-second Street, and M. G. 
Pasea, beneficiaries under fraudulent poli- 
cles on which insurance was collected, 

Those indicted will be arraigned before 
Judge Cowing in the Court. of General Ses- 
sionsS*to plead to their indictments to-day. 


OLD NEWSWOMAN’S FORTUNE. 


Mrs. Kraft, Who Sold Papers in City 
Hall Park, Left Over $7,000. 


Dorothea Kraft, the old newswoman who 
for years sold papers in City Hall Park and 
who died on Tuesday, was worth in excess 
of $7,000. This is shown by the filing of 
her will for probate in the Surrogate’s 
Court yesterday. The money is on deposit 
in various banks, and four bank books, 
with a pocket book containing $16, were 
found in her room at 434 Pearl Street. All 
of her money is left to her son, Frederick 
Joseph Kraft. 

From her shabby appearance Mrs. Kraft 
always was supposed to be a poor woman. 
Sh@ lived alone in wretched rooms, was a 
cripple, and» always stood at her post sell- 
ing papers in the bitterest of weather.

STOCK EXCHANGE DROPS | 


INTERNATIONAL SILVER 


Demand That Voting Trust Be Dis- 
solved Was Refused. 


Present Method of Preserving Control 
of the Company the Result of an 


Experience with Interests Al- 
lled with Gen. S. Thomas. , 


The securities of the International Silver 
Company, which were formerly quoted in 


the unlisted department of the New York 
Stock Exchange, have been ordered strick- 
en from the list because the voting Trust- 
ees, who hold a majority of the preferred 
stock and indirectly control a majority of 


the common stock, declined to dissolve the 
voting trust. 


There had not been any dealings in the 
stock on the Exchange for some time, 
which, it is said, was due to the fact that 
the Stock Exchange Governors had notified 
the voting Trustees either to dissolve the 
trust or to have the stocks of the com- 
pany taken off the list. When the time 
given under the ultimatum expired, it was 
found that the voting Trustees had taken 
no steps to comply with the demands of 
the Stock Exchange Governors, but that 
they had preferred to keep the voting trust 
and thereby control of the company. There- 
upon the stocks were ordered withdrawn 
from the unlisted department. 

The International Silver Company's con- 
trol is held in a queer way. When the 
United States Silver Company succeeded in 
getting control of the International Silver 
Company largely through the efforts of 
interests identified with the late Gen. Sam- 
uel Thomas, the men who had been in con- 
trol bought the control of the United States 
Silver Company from the Thomas interests, 
paying therefor in bonds and preferred 
stock of the International Silver Company. 
In the: treasury of the United States Silver 
Company was then a majority of the com- 
mon stock of the International Silver Com- 
pany. This amount of stock being tied up 
in the treasury, the men who had regained 
control of the property decided to still fur- 
ther safeguard their interests by forming a 
voting trust for the preferred stock, under 
which a majority of that stock was depos- 
ited with the Trustees, and voting trust 
certificates were issued. Thus the floating 
supply of stock was so reduced that a 
corner could have been manipulated in it. 

Thomas & Thomas, fiscal agents for the 
company, say that an attempt was made 
to have the voting trust certificates listed, 
but this request was declined by the Stock 
Exchange. 

The jast sale of the preferred on the Ex- 
change was at 41% on Dec. 31, 1902, and of 
the common, an odd lot sold at 10 on Jan. 
7, 1903, During the last two weeks the 
stocks have made their appearance in the 
outside market. 

There has, however, been but one trade 
in International Silver common in the out- 
side market. This trade was made about 
two weeks ago, 100 shares selling at 10. It 
was not until Wednesday that the pre- 
ferred stock wasedealt in on the curb, but 
on that day trades were made in nearly a 
thousand shares between 45 and 52, and 
yesterday there was more trading at a 
further advance. But after the sales the 
—. was offered at 52 with practically 
no bid. 

The voting trust certificates for the pre- 
ferred stock made their appearance on the 
curb, together with the preferred stock 
itself, and considerable comment was 
caused by the difference in the prices of 
the two issues. While the actual’ stock 
was selling above 50, the voting trust cer- 
tificates were being traded in at 20. 

Within the past ten days the price of the 
debenture bonds of the International Silver 
Company has fallen from about 98 to about 
90, and practically no support was given 
to them. the sale of less than $50,000 of 
the bonds being sufficient to cause this 
eixht-point drop.
